The opening match of the New Zealand Soccer players’ tour, at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday afternoon, was played in unfavourable weather, rain falling at intervals all the afternoon and the ground was 
muddy and slippery. Nevertheless about 5000 enthusiasts attended the match, and they saw the New South Wales team triumph by five goals to nil. 

The teams were :- 

New Zealand: Goalkeeper, W.H.Zuill (Auckland); backs, R.Stone (Auckland), Peter Gerrard (Auckland); half-backs, W.Chapman (Otogo), J.Christie (Auckland), A.Graham (Buller); forwards, E.J.Barton (Wellington), 
T.Blackie (Auckland), J.P.Baker (Wellington), J.Kershaw (Wellington), and G.M.Kay (Auckland). 

New South Wales: Goalkeeper, J.McNabb (Weston); backs, J.Evans (Cessnock), J.Parkes (Wallsend); half-backs, C.O'Connor (Concord), T.Tennant (Metters), J.Osborne (Wallsend); forwards, R.Crowhurst (Metters), 
A.Cameron (Adamstown), G.Smith (St. George), captain, J.Hughes (West Wallsend), M.Sym (St. George). lan Davidson, the originally-selected centre-half was suffering from quinsy. 

The referee was D.Quinn. 

Although it was such a complete victory for New South Wales, the visitors showed an excellent fighting spirit from beginning to end of the match. In each half of the game they opened up with an attack which 

promised to score, but failed by a narrow margin, and thereafter the combination and speed of the whole New South Wales side secured the upper hand, which was never lost. The wet conditions, which were 
expected to favour the visitors, served really only to emphasise their lack of team combination; when the New Zealanders did carry an attack into New South Wales territory they encountered the ability of the 

defending backs and fine goalkeeping of McNabb. The two backs, Evans and Parkes, big powerful men, showed the speed of forwards, with excellent judgment and skill effectively to clear their goal. T.Tennant, who 
played in place of the unfortunate lan Davidson as centre half-back, also gave a splendid account of himself, ably assisting the other half-backs, C.O'Connor and J.Osborne, to smother the attacks of the New Zealand 
forward line, and at the same time keep the New South Wales forwards busy. 
The other new player in the winning team, M.Sym, gave a good account of himself, but was considered by spectators to be inclined to retain the ball too much in an endeavour to score. During the latter stages of the 
game, when the winning lead had been well established, it was noticeable that the other players on several occasions gave Sym the ball apparently desiring to assist him to score in an international game; but Zuill, 
the New Zealand goalkeeper, kept some hot shots out of the net. 
One of the most brilliant shots in the whole game was made by Roy Crowhurst from the right wing, almost on the goal-line and three-quarters of the way between the goal post and the corner. He kicked the ball as it 
bounced and succeeded in "screwing" it so that it swerved in front of Zuill, who was standing midway between the goal-posts, but struck the far-side post. To many onlookers the ball appeared to bounce into the goal 
and then out again, but a score was not allowed. 
The New Zealanders included some good players, but they lacked the team combination which was strongly marked in the winning team. Zuill, the goalkeeper, performed heroically; Christie, the captain, fought hard 
and unceasingly to band his men together and stem the rushes which scattered the individual players time and again. Kershaw and Kay, in the front line, worked well together, and Kay soon proved to the New South 
Wales men that they must treat him with respect; but O'Connor, Crowhurst, and Cameron, who gave a delightful exhibition of fast, skilful play, countered his activities. 

The New Zealanders undoubtedly will play much better in their future games. Although they failed to score in this match, they were unfortunate not to do so; and it will take backs and goalkeepers of a high standard 
to prevent players like Kay, Kershaw, and the others from finding the net. New South Wales is fortunate in possessing players of the necessary standard at present, but even McNabb was hard pressed more than 
once to keep Kay's cannon-ball drives, or skilfully-placed centres, from scoring. It was not as one-sided a game as the scores indicate. 

The New South Wales team led by G.Smith, took the field first, and cheered their opponents, who promptly performed their "haka." 

New Zealand won the toss and defended the southern end. New Zealand secured the ball and three times Kay sent it in, but the attack was foiled by the backs. Then the play went up the New South Wales left wing, 
and Hughes shot a beautiful ball, which Zuill saved cleverly. 
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New South Wales showed just as good a knowledge of position play and passing as the visitors, and one of the prettiest pieces of play in the first 10 minutes was a passing movement inaugurated by O'Connor, who 
passed to Hughes, who kicked right across to R.Crowhurst. Crowhurst centred after deluding the New Zealand back, but Sym sent the ball behind. 

New Zealand responded and kept the New South Wales defenders busy, but failed, and then New South Wales attacked again. Smith actually netted the ball but a score was disallowed. 

Zuill was kept busy, move after move following in almost bewildering fashion. Crowhurst on the right wing was brilliant. 

The first goal of the match was scored by New South Wales, Cameron giving the ball to Hughes, who netted. 

Many of the movements were beautifully executed. One inaugurated by Parkes, in stemming a New Zealand attack, resulted in the ball going right up to Crowhurst, who centred beautifully, and Smith headed into goal. 
New South Wales 2, New Zealand nil. 

New Zealand fought resolutely to secure the offensive, but the speed of the New South Wales men was too much for them. The combination of O'Connor, Crowhurst, and Cameron largely neutralised the brilliance of 
the New Zealand left wing. New Zealand's best chance to score came when Tennant handled on the penalty line. Kay took the kick, but McNabb deflected a shot like a cannon ball. New Zealand got another free kick 
just outside the penalty area, but it was stopped by Evans, who headed back to midfield, and half a minute later Smith shot hard for a goal, Zuill intercepted it. It bounded in goal, and Crowhurst rushed in and netted. 
New South Wales, 3; New Zealand, nil. 


New Zealand seemed to have a golden opportunity of a clear "first time" goal, but Evans took the ball off Kershaw's toe and sent it behind. Immediately afterwards Kay secured the ball almost on the goal line, but his 
screw shot was intercepted by McNabb and cleared. No further score was registered up to half-time. 

New Zealand was more aggressive when the second half opened, and carried the ball to the New South Wales goal twice, but sent it behind. Then Tennant sent to O'Connor, who transferred to Cameron, who scored 
with a shot which Zuill touched, but failed to stop. New South Wales now had control of the situation most of the time, and when New Zealand did succeed in getting it away from their goal area the New South Wales 
backs and McNabb were equal to the occasion. Zuill did some excellent work, and was supported by Gerrard and Stone, but they had a strenuous time. 

New Zealand made McNabb extend himself when they penetrated to the goal area, where Kershaw sent a low, fast shot, which McNabb diverted by throwing himself at full length. Kay took the corner kick, which was 
resultless. The ball was returned to New Zealand's end, and sent over the top bar. 

Crowhurst seemed to score a goal with a brilliant screw shot taken right on the goal line; the ball swerved past Zuill and struck the upright, but did not reach the net. 

The light was poor, and the play was completely dominated by New South Wales. The fifth goal was scored by Cameron. Crowhurst crossed the ball to Smith, who passed it back to Cameron, who placed it in the net. 
Then New Zealand took a turn at attacking, and Barton had a shot at goal, but McNabb intercepted with a good long kick, which cleared. 

Just before full-time in the dusk, Kay and a New South Wales player collided. New Zealand was given a penalty kick, which Kershaw took, but McNabb saved. New South Wales took the ball back to the other end 
and put it behind again. New South Wales won by 5 goals to nil.

The New Zealand Soccer team had a hard match with the South Coast at Woonona this afternoon, the visitors winning by one goal to nil. 

After being met at the station the New Zealanders were driven to Bulli Pass and Sublime Point. 

The weather was fine and the ground was fairly heavy. The attendance was about 1000. 

Teams were:- 

New Zealand: W.H.Zuill, goal; R.H.Stone, J.P.Gerrard, backs; W.A.Chapman, J.Christie, D.A.Crabb, half-backs; C.E.lves, L.Groves, J.P.Baker, J.Kershaw, and G.M.Kay, forwards. 

South Coast: J.Richardson, goal; T.Thompson and R.Ward, backs; Sam Ward, W.Isedale, N.Swan, half-backs; W.Charlton, Steve Ward, E.Murray, G.Murphy, W.Shand, forwards. 

New Zealand forced the play from the outset, but brilliant defence by Richardson, in goal prevented scores till just before half-time, when Baker netted. 

In the second half, the South Coast forwards attacked strenuously, but although they combined well, they could not beat the New Zealand defence, and Zuill made good saves. The Coast forwards were not shooting 
well, and twice goals were missed from six yards out. Several corners were secured by New Zealand but Baker narrowly missed the goal. Both teams made strong efforts in the last quarter of an hour but scores were 
prevented. 


Best players for New Zealand were Zuill, Christie, Stone, and Kay, and for the Coast the best were Richardson, Swan, Thompson and Ward. Kay and Baker received slight leg injuries.

At the Newcastle Sports Ground on Saturday the touring New Zealand Soccer team was decisively defeated by the Northern District XI, by seven goals to one. The New Zealanders lacked the will to "go in." 

They waited until an opponent obtained the ball before they tackled. Against quick-thinking, agile opponents the New Zealanders' tactics are bad, and unless altered they will not win many games in this State. 
Goalkeeper Zuill is good, and did his work well. But the star of the team is the right half, Alf Stenhouse. He is a very constructive player, is not afraid to go in, and is a solid trier. It was from his cross that the New 
Zealanders scored their goal. Had the visitors possessed a robust shooting centre forward two more goals might have come from Stenhouse's passes. Gerrard was the best back. The outside left, Barton, was the 
best of a poor forward line, which sadly lacked the initiative of a George Campbell, who led the 1923 All Blacks’ attack. 

Every Northern player played well and knew his position on the field. Morgan was beaten by a shot which was impossible to stop, but he saved numerous drives which would have beaten many less experienced 
goalkeepers. Quill scored four goals, and Hughes three. "Winks" Forrester, at right half, was great. His inside-of-the-boot pass was well executed. He has given the Australian selectors something to think about. 
Jack Wilkinson, at outside right, played a wonderful game, but it was hard to understand why the New Zealanders gave him so much latitude. Cameron played well in midfield, but it was obvious that he did not worry 
about goal-getting. Hughes was a tireless, go-ahead forward. 

The Northern team scored its first goal 20 minutes after the start. The second came three minutes later, and the third 10 minutes after that. Hughes was the scorer on each occasion. In the second half Kershaw 
opened the All Blacks' account 15 minutes after the resumption. Three minutes later Quill netted the North's fourth goal. Five minutes later Quill got North's fifth, and then completed his own "hat-trick" with the sixth 
goal. With the last kick of the day he netted North's seventh goal. Hughes and Quill scored seven goals between them, and each secured a "hat- trick." In the first half New Zealand was awarded three corner kicks 
and the North four. In the second half New Zealand secured four corners and North five. During the whole of the very clean game only one free kick was given, and New Zealand secured that for some breach which 
occurred in the centre of the field. The referee, Jim Harris, was not there to worry about minor breaches, and he is to be commended. 

The attendance was not as large as expected. Prior to the game, the New Zealanders gave their war cry in front of the stand, and then ran in front of "the hill," where the war cry was repeated. This thoughtful action 
was appreciated by "the hill" patrons, who gave the tourists a fine reception. 

The teams were :- 

New Zealand: Goal, W.Zuill; backs, P.Gerrard and A.Grahame; halves, A.Stenhouse, J.Christie, and D.Crabb; forwards, E.Barton, F.Blackie, J.Baker, J.Kershaw, and M.Kay. 


Northern District: Goal, W.Morgan; backs, T.Whitelaw and A.Henwood; halves, W.Forrester, J.Taylor, and W.Coolahan; forwards, J.Wilkinson, A.Cameron, A.Quill, W.Hughes, and R.Bray 
Referee: J.Hughes. 
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Cameron defeated Christie in the toss, and Baker set play in motion for the All Blacks. The ball was flashed out to the left. Kay was ready, and he sprinted down the wing, and then crossed the ball. The local players 
were hardly set before the attack was made. Fortunately Kay's cross was ballooned by Baker, or the North would have suffered an early reverse. From the kick out, the Northern team attacked. Danger threatened 
when Stenhouse bobbed up and cleared with a fine header. Gerrard showed fine anticipation when he jumped in to clear from Hughes and Quill. Keeping up the attack, North got the ball into the net when Cameron 
beat Quill. The local skipper was well offside, and the goal was rightly disallowed. The local team adopted cohesive methods, and in spite of Zuill's good work Hughes, following on Wilkinson's good cross, scored. 

A second goal soon followed. This time it was from Hughes's foot. It was a fine shot, preceded by good work by Taylor, Forrester, Cameron, and Wilkinson. Roused to play harder, the All Blacks attacked North's goal. 
Henwood, Morgan, and Taylor clearing. The ball was returned, and a goal appeared possible when Coolahan sprang apparently from the clouds and smartly cleared. At the other end Zuill was deservedly applauded 
when he gathered the ball from the clustered attackers and, darting between them, sent hard down the field. The next move of note was Whitelaw's clearance from Kay. Taylor gathered the pass, and sent to Forrester, 
who drew Stenhouse, and then side-tapped the ball to Wilkinson. Zuill stopped Quill's shot, and saved Coolahan's return. Bray was not getting much of the ball, but on one occasion he slipped round Gerrard, but 
Christie cleared the cross. Hughes completed his "hat trick" when he converted another cross from the right. half-time arrived with the scores:- Northern District 3, New Zealand 0. 

Immediately after the resumption, the Northern players hotly attacked, and ran the All Blacks to a standstill. Fortunately for the tourists, Zuill and Gerrard were safe, and cleared their lines. Play was taken to northern 
territory, and when Whitelaw missed his kick, Kershaw was left with an open goal. The tall inside left slipped, and the local team had an escape. A little later Kershaw made amends. Stenhouse put across a fine low 
centre. Kershaw made two quick steps, and then met the ball with the full force of the boot. It flew into the net at a terrific rate to record one of the finest goals seen for a long time. The score acted as a stimulant to 
the All Blacks who, for some time, overplayed the local team. Morgan had to run out to clear, and immediately he got back into goal he had to stop Crabb's high dropper, and Blackie's header. The game had taken 

on a new lease of life, and now New Zealand was definitely on top. Suddenly Bray received from Taylor. He raced away and crossed the ball. Quill pounced on the centre, and recorded the North's fourth goal. Five 
minutes later Quill added the fifth. New Zealand was not yet done, and Barton tested Morgan with a slow shot. Henwood also had to clear from Baker, while Kershaw was knocked off the ball after he had received a 
good pass from Christie. Time was drawing near when Graham blocked Cameron's shot. The ball came to Quill, who put into the net. A few seconds later Hughes made a good run, but Zuill brought off a fine save by 
sliding feet foremost to stop the ball. With the last kick of the day, Quill put the ball over Zuill's head to get his own fourth goal, and the North's seventh. The ball was taken to the centre of the field, when the full time 


whistle was heard, with the score, Northern District 7, New Zealand 1.

The All Black Soccer team lost the first match of the Queensland tour at Ipswich yesterday, when the West Moreton representatives were successful by 5 goals to 4. Although Ipswich gave a surprisingly fine display, 
the New Zealanders were disappointing, and on present form cannot be compared with the fine combination which Campbell led in 1923. 

The New Zealanders started with clever footwork, and immediately gave the impression that they would prove a source of danger to the best of teams, but the attack failed lamentably when within scoring range. 

On numerous occasions they had the Ipswich defence out of position, but were unable to take advantage, due to the overcrowding of the forwards and also to faulty marksmanship. They undoubtedly were more 
scientific than Ipswich, but they lacked the speed and vigour of the West Moreton representatives, who never failed to make the rival citadel their main object. 

Only in one period about 15 minutes of the second half did the visitors give a display worthy of an international side. At this stage they were three goals down - 5-2 - but they scored two brilliant goals by means of 
artistic short passing combination. Christie had manoeuvred the defence out of position, and he set Blackie and Mason in motion, and the centre forward figured in a brilliant solo effort, in which he wheeled round both 
backs to beat Williams with a fine shot. Christie also figured in the next movement. He tricked Mason, and drew Newman before he had secured an opening for Kershaw. The last named cleverly passed Nunn to put 
Kay in position. The latter cut smartly in and he gave the Ipswich custodian no chance from close range. 

These two movements, however, showed that the New Zealanders may possibly develop into a fine combination before the tour ends, but they will require to sharpen the attack to have any chance in the Tests. 

They are led by one of the best centre halves ever seen in this State, Christie. He is a very crafty player, and knows every trick in the trade. Christie is an ideal captain, who never flags. When the odds were greatest 
yesterday he was at his best. He repeatedly endeavoured to stem the tide by manoeuvring openings for his van and by changing the tactics of his team, but his colleagues lacked the finesse to take advantage. 
Christie is similar in style to that great Queensland pivot Charlie McGovern and his methods may bring an improvement in the side on Saturday. Stenhouse and Crabbe are good halves, but are somewhat on the slow 
side. 
The two wingers indicated that they might be a source of danger in future games. Kay is fast and clever, and he centres with precision. Barton lacks the speed of Kay, but he also can centre accurately, and always 
endeavours to combine with his inside man and his half. Graham, who acted as centre forward, is a full back, but he gave a fair display. However, he was guilty of crowding on his inside men. Kershaw and Blackie 
which resulted in much confusion in front of goal. On several occasions there were as many as four forwards in front of goal, with the defence practically beaten, but hesitation robbed them of the chances. 

The visiting defence was very shaky, and mistakes proved costly, especially one bv Jones, who attempted to shepherd his custodian instead of clearing, with the result that Worrall broke through to score. Zuill lacked 
confidence at the start, but he brought off some spectacular saves towards the end of the game. 
The most pleasing feature of the game was the fine showing of the West Moreton representatives. Ipswich are always hard to defeat on their own ground, as the best of visiting teams have discovered, but yesterday 
they played above themselves. In the early stages they adopted vigorous tactics, but these were replaced by combined football. At times they swept the visitors off their feet with their speed, and their placements 

were accurate. The changes in the half back line have brought improvement. Newman was outstanding, both in defence and attack. The forwards were surprising after recent inter-city efforts. Donaldson was very neat 
in his footwork, but on the other wing Dawes did excellent work, his great centres being a feature. Worrall was the star of the line, and his first goal was a gem, giving Zuill no chance. He duped three defenders, and 
shot. The 'keeper saved, but the ball came back, and the inside left deftly steered round Stone to send the ball sailing into the corner of the net. The whole of the forwards combined splendidly, and there was cohesion 
with the halves. 
The opening stages were interesting, with the visitors shining in clever triangular passing in midfield. but the marksmanship was weak, Kay and Kershaw being at fault. Ipswich immediately adopted spoiling tactics, 
with good results. They had the visitors beaten with speed, and the All Blacks were on the defensive for a time. A nice movement was started by Crabbe who set Graham moving. The latter drew the defence, and 
gave to Kershaw, who shot hard, and Williams brought off a fine save. Barton cleverly evaded Shanks, and sent the ball in front of goal, where Williams mis-handled, and Kershaw skimmed the bar. Ipswich should 
have opened the scoring in a raid by Worran and Kitching, but the latter shot across the goalmouth. A nice combined movement was crowned by success for New Zealand. Gerrard sent the ball upfield, and Crabbe 
despatched to May who centred. Kershaw tricked the backs with a clever piece of dribbling, and sent the ball into the net. Ipswich retaliated. Dawes sent to the opposite wing, and Donaldson transferred to Worrall, 
and the last named shot, but Zuill made a fine save. Worrall collected on the rebound, and drove hard into the net. A mistake by Stone gave Ipswich the lead. Stone endeavoured to shepherd his 'keeper instead of 
clearing, but Worrall evaded him and turned the ball into the net. Fine work by Rossow and Dawes saw the latter veer inside, and from close range he scored with a hard shot. Just on half time Graham figured in a 
splendid dribbling effort, and he scored after beating four players. The half time score was:- Ipswich.. 3 goals, New Zealand.. 2 goals. 
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Ipswich resumed with a great burst and their speed had the visitors in difficulties. After five minutes they increased the lead through the urgency of Dawes, following fine play by Worrall, Kitching and Donaldson. 

At the other end the visitors again failed owing to faulty finishing. Blackie and Graham had the defence beaten, but Blackie's effort was poor. The All Blacks then had another three opportunities, but let them slide. 
With a fine, concerted move, Worrall, Kitching, and Dawes penetrated the defence. Rossow appeared on the scene to accept the centre, and turn it into the net. Then the visitors gave a fine display of open, 
quick-passing football, and swept down the field, where Graham netted. The New Zealanders again attacked, and Christie paved the way for another goal. Kay moved in from the wing and beat Williams from close 
range. The final scores were:- Ipswich.. 5 goals, New Zealand.. 4 goals.

Revelling in the heavy conditions on the Exhibition Ground on Saturday, the All Black Soccer team confounded all the critics, and gave a dazzling display, in which they revealed craft and deft footwork. They triumphed 
over Queensland by 5 goals to 1, after leading 2-1 at half-time. The maroons staged a dour battle until 25 minutes from the finish, when they lost Casey, but they were no match for the New Zealanders, who give 
promise of extending Australia in the Test matches. 
The New Zealanders, like their predecessors in 1923, had failed in previous matches, only to reveal their true form in Queensland. History has been repeated, for Campbell's team secured their first victory in their fourth 
match, and the game on Saturday was the fOurth of the present tour. The visitors on Saturday swung the ball about in delightful fashion, and they should develop into a formidable combination before the tour ends. 

The heavy showers in the morning deadened the ground, and made the ball greasy, and the conditions were greatly to the tourists' advantage. 

Several changes were made in the team which gravely disappointed at Ipswich on Thursday, and the improvement all round was most marked. Gone was the hesitancy of the previous engagement; instead the defence 
was always confident, while the halves gained admiration by the smart manner in which they tackled, and they distributed the ball to their forwards with precision, astutely drawing the defence out of position. 

The attack was sharpened, and they never lost an opportunity to essay shots at goal, a policy which harassed the defence with excellent results. 

Queensland, however, were far from disgraced, as for three parts of the game the result was in doubt, and it was not until the All Blacks secured their third goal that the maroon defence began to wilt under the severe 
gruelling that had been applied. Time and again the Queensland forwards made sallies on their rival citadel, with quick, short passing bouts, in which they all participated, and often they swept through the defence with 
their speed. But it was the old story - failure by the inside men in their marksmanship. Many opportunities were lost by crowding, thus giving the defenders, Stone and Gerrard, together with the halves, time to 
consolidate, and close up the openings. As an example, Campbell and Casey, especially the former, delighted the crowd, with their trickiness, but it was over-done, and instead of sending the ball into their waiting 
colleagues at the right moment, after riddling the defence they brought defenders back with them, and thus the gaps were quickly closed. These two were not the only offenders, however. 

Had the Queensland van persevered with the open play which brought them the first goal of the game there would have been a different story to tell. On that occasion the ball was swung about cleverly, and Casey's 
centre was a gem, enabling Kitching to deftly head into the net. For the first quarter of an hour after the resumption the maroons adopted the same tactics, and they repeatedly had the visitors in difficulties, but then 
lapsed into errors, which proved costly. The Queensland halves, however, did not work so efficiently as their rival trio in the art of distribution, and they were frequently astray in timing and judging their forward touches, 
thus overstraining the attack. 
Both teams gave a scintillating display in midfield, and many interesting

ussles ensued, but the visitors had the advantage in that their passing was kept low, and was more accurate than that of the maroons, while 

they have developed a better understanding. The great difference in the New Zealand team from Thursday's effort was that venom had been imparted to the attack. At Ipswich the All Black van was at sixes and sevens, 
but on Saturday they rarely crowded each other, and they combined delightfully, while their parting shots gave Williams a very busy time. The two wingers, Kay and Blackie, continually had the defence guessing, and 
they sent across some fine centres, while Kay proved himself an adept at cutting in towards the goal to accept the cross from the opposing wing, and as he is an accurate shooter his clever anticipation brought its 
reward in two exceptionally fine goals. The improvement in the visiting attack can be gauged from the performances. In their three previous engagements the All Blacks had scored only five goals, while Saturday's 
match yielded that total. 
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Both keepers deserve praise. Williams, although he was beaten so often, did not have much chance of saving them, with the exception of the second goal, which was the sequel to a bad clearance. His judgment 
otherwise was good, and he made many brilliant saves. At the other end, however, Zuill gave a magnificent display, and he merited the applause which he received for his great efforts. It must have been galling to 
some of Queensland's forwards to witness him accepting their shots from all angles with ease and grace. One save he made was a gem. Casey had duped Stone, and was speeding swiftly from the wing towards the 
goal. Zuill left his charge, and narrowed the angle, but even then Casey's parting shot, from a range of 10 yards, was sailing for the net, out of the custodian's reach. With wonderful agility, Zuill flung himself sideways 
through the air, and with a quick turn he deftly turned the ball over the line for a corner. It was one of the most spectacular saves witnessed by Brisbane Soccer enthusiasts. 

Both sets of backs gave a good display, especially the visitors, who most probably have gained their places in the Test. Nunn and Shanks could not be blamed for wilting towards the finish, for they had defended 
heroically, and owing to weakness in the intermediate line their burden was increased. The New Zealand halves were excellent, Chapman and Stenhouse standing out, especially the former. He is a pivot, who knows 
how to get the best out of his attacking quintet. The Queensland trio did not perform to expectations. Gibb was worked hard, and he supplied his attack cleverly, but he was hampered by the fact that Love was far 
from his best form, and he had to assist the Queensland pivot. Murray again proved himself a fine tackler, Love a week ago seemed practically certain to be included in the Australian team, but his display lost him 
the position. 
The failure of the Queensland front line was Kitching, who, although he scored the only goal, was not in harmony with his inside men. Casey played well until his injury, but would have been a great acquisition in one 

of the inside positions, preferably in the centre. Gorring and Donaldson provided a good wing, but Campbell resorted too much to individual play. On the whole the maroons very seldom impressed as being dangerous. 
After the Lord Mayor (Alderman J.W.Greene) had kicked off the first 11 minutes were productive of play of a high standard, in which both sides gave a fine display of combination, featuring clever short passing bouts. 
Then Casey beat Gerrard for pace, and transferred to the centre, where Kitching flicked the ball into the net with his head. The All Blacks were not long in equalising. Chapman robbed Campbell and passed to Groves, 
who despatched Kay down the wing. Shanks cleared, but Stenhouse neatly lobbed towards the goal. Kershaw trapped, and with a swift turn sent the ball sailing past Williams. New Zealand went ahead just before the 
interval. Blackie had forced a corner, and his kick from, the flag sailed towards goal. Williams made a faulty clearance, knocking the ball on to the bar. It dropped to the ground, and a scrimmage ensued between 
Kershaw and Gibb, the latter knocking the ball into his own net. 
Queensland made frequent raids after the interval, and it was only stolid defence by the backs and brilliant saving by Zuill which kept their charge intact. The contest waged for nearly half an hour before New Zealand 
became the masters. Casey was injured during a sally on the All Black goal, and resumed to see Blackie cross for Kershaw to beat Nunn and send the ball into the net. The visitors again swept down the field, and 
Kay, anticipating nicely, collected to cut in and beat Williams. At this stage Casey was forced to leave the field. In the fading light the Queenslander attempted to stem the tide, and made a desperate attack, but once 
again Zuill was the stumbling block. Then New Zealand repeatedly bombarded the home citadel, and just before the finish Kay netted.

At Cessnock yesterday the selected Coalfields Soccer team defeated the New Zealanders by one goal to nil. The game was always interesting, and in the closing stages New Zealand frequently came close to 
equalising the score. Of the New Zealanders the goalkeeper, Zuill, was again the star. It is ironical to have to record that the only mistake he made resulted in the Coalfields team scoring, and so obtaining the victory. 
Zuill misjudged a shot from Rowley James, the Coalfields centre forward, and kicked over the top of the ball. Gerrard and Stone were a fine pair of backs, and Ives a persistent forward. In the Coalfields team D.Evans 
replaced Horsfield in the backs. McNabb, in goal, played a fine game for the Coalfields. He gave nothing away, and was very reliable. Taylor was given plenty of work at centre half, and he came through the ordeal well. 
McGarvie was probably the hardest worked forward. The crowd of 1500 was good for a mid-week match.

Taylor won the toss for the Coalfields, and Kershaw kicked off for New Zealand. The tourists had the better of the opening play, Whitelaw, Evans, and McNabb all clearing. When the Coalfields attacked Zuill saved a 
hot shot from Lennard, and when Christie tried to force the ball up the field he was tripped by Shakespeare. A free kick was awarded New Zealand. Good work by Taylor gave Lennard possession of the ball. It was 
sent out to Kemp, but Gerrard cut in and brought off a smart clearance. A nice pass from Chapman gave Kershaw a chance, but the bounce of the ball beat the centre forward. 

Shakespeare's height proved an advantage when he jumped to check Stone's high clearance. Lennard broke through for the Coalfields, and, when close to goal was pushed by Gerrard. Zuill, jumping out and clearing 
the ball. Groves showed a clean pair of heels to Porteus, but Evans jumped across and punted down the field. For some time the Coalfields had the better of the game, but the All Blacks' defence was very solid. Zuill 
was, as usual, safe and sure, while in front of him Stone and Gerrard kicked cleanly. When the Coalfields was awarded a free kick outside the penalty area, Taylor attempted a shot, the ball going out. From the goal 
kick Groves burst away on the right. He closed in on the goal, but his final shot passed over the bar. 
Back came New Zealand, and McNabb had to run out to clear his lines. A big punt by Evans was cleared by Gerrard. Lennard lifted it into the centre. Zuill was deservedly applauded for his brilliant save from James. 
The goalkeeper completed the clearance, with McGarvie almost on top of him. Zuill repeatedly cleared his lines, and again proved what a good goalkeeper he is. 

The crowd showed resentment when the referee awarded New Zealand a goal kick after the ball had gone behind off Zuill's leg. When New Zealand broke away, Chapman made a bad pass, and Whitelaw had no 
difficulty in clearing. The ball was returned, but Porteus headed the ball down and then kicked it up to O'Neill. McGarvie intercepted the ball and sent to Taylor, who lifted it to James, Zuill cleared James's header. 
New Zealand rushed away, and a shot by Blackie was well saved by McNabb. McGarvie headed a ball out to O'Neill, who swung it back. It was sent out to the right, where Kemp next received and sent up to James. 
Stone was alert, and he nipped in to clear. 
Coalfields opened the score when Porteus tricked Blackie and sent up to James. The Kurri man beat Gerrard and sent in a low shot. Zuill appeared slow, and he put out his foot, but missed the ball, and it passed into 
the net. For once Zuill's judgement was faulty. Encouraged by its success, the Coalfields team attacked, and secured two quick corners. Both were cleared. 

Half-time arrived with the score: Coalfields 1, New Zealand 0. 
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Resuming play, Coalfields soon attacked, O'Neill sending across a low centre. The ball passed right across the goal mouth, every player missing the chances. Gerrard finally cleared. The ball was taken to the other 
end, where Kershaw tricked Evans and sent in a hard, low shot, McNabb falling to his knees to save. A nice pass from Lennard gave James a chance, and the crowd groaned when James put the ball high over the bar. 
A quick break by New Zealand saw Kershaw pass to the left. Chapman ran in as McNabb ran out. The goalkeeper reached the ball first, but it slipped out of his hands. He recovered the ball and managed to send it 
away. New Zealand came again, and Kershaw fired in a shot just as the whistle went for a free kick. This was taken by Christie, and McNabb had to jump to knock the ball over the bar for a corner. This was cleared. 
Shakespeare gave James a low pass, but when the ball was put to Kemp the offside whistle was heard. 

New Zealand was unlucky not to score when Chapman fired in a cannon ball shot. The ball beat McNabb, but hit the crossbar and bounced back into play, Blackie finally putting wide. Taylor intercepted a cross from 
Ives, and the ball went to Porteus, who sent it up the left wing. O'Neill crossed, but Stone sent the ball away. A further attack by Coalfields resulted in James and Zuill colliding, Zuill was knocked out, but recovered 
after he had received ambulance attention. 

New Zealand was trying hard for the equaliser, and McNabb had to save from Kershaw, Ives, and Groves. When McNabb fell Blackie clutched him in his arms and the resulting free kick relieved the harassed Coalfield 
defenders. A mis-kick by Taylor let New Zealand in, Stenhouse sent into the centre, and Kershaw headed behind. When McGarvie sent the ball up to James, Gerrard proved too fast for Lennard, and cleared with a 
hard punt. Christie was plying his forwards with the ball, and from one pass Crabb put into goal. McNabb had to make two attempts before he got the ball away. 

The Coalfields team appeared to be tiring, and the All Blacks monopolised the attack. A good clearance by Whitelaw and a follow through by Taylor resulted in Kemp receiving the ball. He raced away, but Stone 
darted across and blocked Kemp's shot. At the other end Groves tested McNabb, and when Groves regained possession he again forced McNabb to clear. 

The closing stages of the game were in favour of New Zealand, Ives going close, and Blackie putting over the bar. The final whistle went with the scores - Coalfields 1, New Zealand 0.

As another red-letter day will last Monday be recorded in the annals of the local Soccer world. 

For the first time, the Magpies were defeated at Clyde Oval by a touring team. And the first grandstand erected on this historic ground was officially opened. 

Probably for the first tine, John Thomas Lang started a scrap into which no bitterness intruded - he kicked off. 

The president of the State League (Mr.T.Crawford) told the large crowd of his vision of an internotional Soccer carnival in Australia. 

And the New Zealanders, when they return to the Shaky Isle, will cherish happy memories of Granville - where they avenged the defeat their countrymen suffered ten years ago. 

The visit to Granville was an addition to the tourists' itinerary, and for its arrangement thanks are largely due to the Granville club's energetic secretary, Mr. Sam Stone. 

On their arrival in the morning the visitors were met by the Mayor of Granville (Alderman Epps), the president of the Granville club (Alderman H.Denley) and president of the State League (Mr.T.Crawford). They were 
then taken through the Clyde Engineering Works. Among those accompanying them was Mr.Bentley Hyslop, one of the Soccer stalwarts of former days, and Mr.A. Thompson (Gladesville-Ryde). 

The next port of call was the Hotel Rosehill, where the proprietor, Mr.Harry Brett, subdued the cravings of the inner man. The visitors were his guests. 

Then a delightful drive to the Prospect reservoir, where the party, which now included Mr.W.T.Ely, ex-M.L.A., was met by Alderman Maunder, of the Water Board. Followed a subterranean stroll along a narrow timber 
track between the massive pipes. Then back to Clyde. 
By this time, a huge crowd had assembled at the oval, and the curtain-raiser between Rosehill and Blaxcell-street - school teams under twelve - was in progress. Rosehill won by four to two. 
The new stand was officially opened by the president of the State League (Mr.Crawford) immediately before the big match. 
Referring to the construction of the stand, Alderman Denley disclosed the interesting fact that the Clyde Engineering Co. had sold the club a house complete for £10. The stand, he said, had been built by voluntary 
labour - by men working day and night. Some new timber had supplemented that obtained from the "house." He thanked all who had contributed to the good work. 
Having expressed his appreciation of having been invited to perform the opening ceremony, Mr.Crawford said that, when the State League came into existance in 1928, its objective was club control, for which, 
incidentally, Granville had always stood four-square. 
"We have achieved that objective, Mr.Crawford said. "Around the metropolis, you will find that the grounds are out in the suburbs. That's where the people live, and that's where the Soccer game should be played." 

"It is the desire of the State League to foster the schoolboys as much as possible. And at present we are nego- tiating with England to bring a team of schoolboys out to Australia next year. Of course, it's a mattor 
of£sd." 
Mr. Crawford said that if they could obtain from the legislators some concession in regard to the transporting of teams brought out to Australia, it would help the organisation materially. 
Stressing the need for public support of the Soccer code, Mr. Crawford said that a psychological aspect of the Australian public was the desire to beat England at cricket and Rugby League. 
"It doesn't matter what the scores are, he said. "The people turn up and cheer. But | am sorry to say that, outside those two spheres of sport, if the visitors are not better than the home team, the people deliberately 
stay away. That's a phase | cannot understand. If the ratio of Soccer fans had turned out to see the New Zealanders play, the tour would have been a financial success." 
Having stated that New South Wales now had the best Soccer team that had ever represented the State, Mr.Crawford peered into the future. 

"| have a vision of a big airship coming to Australia in the near future," he said. "And in that airship there will be nine international teams from the European countries. The tenth team will be that, of Australia, and we, 
will have one of the biggest Soccer carnivals ever known in the world. That can be done in Australia, because it is the off season for the European coun- tries. You may think it's a Jules Verne idea; but it will come in 
the near future." 
Mr.Crawford said that local governing bodies had a habit of taxing improvements to grounds, thus unduly handicapping sport and penalising the enterprise of the people. And he expressed the hope that it would not 
be done in the case of Clyde Oval. 
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Then, cutting the ribbon at the top of the steps, the State League president declared the stand officially open. (Applause.) 
On behalf of the social committee, Mr.J.T.Lang (Leader of the Opposition) presented to the club a black-and-white flag. 

"We idolise our Magpie club, and wish them well," Mr.Lang said. "We hope that they will go on and crown their successes with many more. | was delighted to see the game between the schoolboys - Rosehill and 
Blaxcell-street. And | was glad to hear the remarks of the previous speaker in regard to bringing a team of boys from the mother country." 
Referring to what Mr.Crawford had said regarding transportation, Mr.Lang said that, in the case of visitors from overseas - individuals and delegations - during his parliamentary experience there had never been any 
trouble in carrying them over the railways of Australia without any cost to those who had invited them. And he could see no difficulty in that direction. 

"If those schoolboys come to Australia," Mr.Lang said, "as far as | am concerned, and the party | have the honour to lead, we will do all in our power to see that the local association is relieved as much as it can be 

in regard to the cost of transportation. (Hear, hear.) 

Referring to the question of extra taxation on the ground, Mr. Lang said that he would like to see the gate money so large that twice the taxation would not be felt. If the sport were patronised as it should be, taxation 
would be only a very small worry. 

"It is a magnificent thing to have these visits from the sportsmen of our adjoining dominion," Mr. Lang said. "| am more than delighted that they are here. "They will be able to see for themselves what Australia is and 
what the Australian people are like. And they will go back with that knowledge, instead of having to take as facts and truth the mis-statements and misreports that no doubt they see in the press." 

Mr. Lang then hoisted the flag, amid applause. 
Alderman Denley thanked the social committee, which, he said, had been the mainstay of the club during the last two or three years. 
The Mayor was then asked to address the gathering. 

"The stand has been opened," he said, "the flag has been presented, the New Zealanders are here, the crowd is waiting, and all | have to say is - good luck, and may they live up to the game!" (Applause.) 

THE MATCH. 

The Magpies were without their skipper, Billy Mace, who was nursing an injury. Alf. Edwards had been chosen to fill the vacancy. But the former international had no opportunity to show to what extent he had regained 
his old form. The cards were stacked against him. The game had not been in progress more than two minutes when he fell and broke his left arm. 

This mishap was a disastrous one for the Magpies; for Billy Edwards, their star forward, had to take the place of his luckless namesake, and the vanguard was disorganised. Barry filled the vacancy in the forward-line. 
Dame Fortune had frowned also on the visitors - their goalie, Zuill, was on the sick list. Gerard was the keeper for the day - and he made a good job of it, too. 

As they lined up for the kick-off, the teams were as follow:- 

New Zealand: Gerard; Stone, Graham; Stenhouse, Christie, Crabb; lves, Chapman, Kershaw, Groves, Kay. 

Magpies: A. Willicks; F. Willicks, A. Edwards; Simpson, Smith, Barker; Flynn, W. Edwards, Reilly, Mair, Crelley. 

Mr. H. Reay had charge of the game. 

Mr. Lang kicked off-and the scrap was on. 

The game was not a thriller. Some good football was served up, and some - well, not so good. 

A feature, particularly in the first half, was the inconsistency of the New Zealand forwards - a peculiar mixture of good and faulty play. Time after time, their clever work was completely nullified by a pass going sadly 
astray. Kershaw, though he executed some nice touches, played without any dash, and Kay, the star forward, was not the Kay of other matches in the tour. With the visiting defenders, it was different - they gave very 
little away. They played hard all the time - they had to, in fact, to stem the vigor of the local attack. Indeed, there were times when it seemed that the Magpies would score first. Kershaw and Co. played much better 

in the second half. 
Having been repulsed, first by Barker and then by A. Edwards, the visitors bore down on the goal again, but Kershaw's shot had no sting in it. Came then the unfortunate accident to Edwards. When the game was 
resumed, Smith endeavored to get his forwards away, but Stenhouse broke up the movement, and Christie sent the leather through to Kershaw, who just missed the goal. Almost immediately after, the visitors 
secured a corer, from which Christie headed over the bar. At the other end, Graham miskicked and let Flynn through, but the winger failed to get the ball across. Smith initiated another attack, but Reilly's shot - a 
good one, too was blocked. 
When Barry came on, he partnered Crelley on the left wing, and Mair moved across to inside-right. 
With a long pass, Edwards sent Flynn away, but Graham stopped him. Smith again was prominent, and a passing rush resulted in a nice cross from Flynn, but Stone headed the leather clear. 

Hard pressed at the other end, Edwards got out of trouble by conceding a corner. After two unsuccessful efforts, the Magpies broke through, but Crelley failed to find the net. Then Barry missed a chance, but made 
a wonderful recovery and sent in a good shot, but Gerard was equal to the occasion. 
A peculiar incident then occurred. Graham attempted a hefty drive - and kicked over the ball. Stone dashed across to the rescue, and he too kicked over the ball. Luckily for the side, however, Gerard connected. 
Both goals had narrow escapes in the next few minutes. Ives sent the leather whizzing across the goalmouth, and then Kershaw missed a good scoring chance. Smith got Crelley away, the winger banged the leather 
across to the centre, Mair got possession about three yards from the goal - and sent it sailing over the bar. The crowd fairly groaned. 
By clever passing, the visitors bore down on the goal again, and a good shot was sent in by Kay, Willicks saving nicely. 

The Magpies made a final effort to snatch the lead before the interval, but Gerard ran out and robbed Reilly. The pivot got possession again, but put the ball well over the bar. 
During interval, the crowd was entertained by a trick cyclist and a pipe band. 

Disaster came early to the Magpies in the second half. After Willicks had stopped a good one from Kershaw, the pivot took a forward pass and scored. 
"That's the first bit of luck we've had since the tour started," said a New Zealander, sitting beside the writer. From the stand, it certainly did look like "a bit of luck." Kershaw appeared to be well offside. 

Next minute, the visitors were on the defensive. Flynn dashed along the line and transferred the ball to his partner, but Mair couldn't finalise. The Magpies returned to the attack and secured a corner, from which 
Gerard punched clear. Again the local forwards broke through. Flynn ran in and drove hard at the goal. Gerard flung himself at the ball and effected a wonderful save. And shortly after, Gerard was lucky to save a good 
one from Mair. Then Barker, with a good attempt, just missed the bar. 
There was no doubt about New Zealand's second goal. Crabb, after a clever individual effort, transferred to Kay. The winger sent it across to Groves, who tapped it in to Kershaw. The pivot shot. Willicks saved, but 
couldn't hold the ball. It went out to Groves, who sent it crashing into the net. 

The Magpies strove hard to stem the tide. One strong attack finished with Flynn kicking wildly over the bar. Then a beautiful shot from Barry grazed the post. 

A combined move by Kershaw and Co. looked like producing No. 3, but Kay, instead of crossing to the centre, tried a shot from the wing - and failed. 

The third goal, when it did come, was another one of doubtful quality - that is, of course, judging from one's outlook from the stand. Kershaw again appeared to be offside. "He was off all right," was the comment of the 
writer's New Zealand neighbour. 

The Magpies now needed a fair-sized miracle to save them. It didn't come, of course. On the other hand, Kershaw snapped up a pass from Kay, and scored again. And that's how it ended - four to nil. The visitors, by 
the way, finished much more strongly than did the local team. 

The game throughout was clean. Smith, the Granville centre-half, further enhanced his reputation. 
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A few points of interest:- 
J.T."Jack" Lang was the 23rd. Premier of New South Wales and served two terms (1925-27, and 1930-32). He is the only Premier of an Australian state to have been dismissed by the state Govenor. 
On 19th.March 1932 he opened the Sydney Harbour Bridge. Just as he was about to cut the ribbon to open the bridge, Captain Francis de Groot (a member of the New Guard movement) rode up and broke the ribbon. 


The Granville Magpies were members of the Granville & Districts Soccer Football Association. 

The Granville Soccer club was founded in 1882 by a predominantly Scottish group employed at the Clyde Engineering Company together with English and Welsh migrants, but between 1883 - 1884 there was no 
organised competiton - social matches prevailed. The use of a black and white strip led the club being affectionately known as the Magpies, and some years later the magpie emblem was adopted. 

In 1885 a loose league type competition was inaugurated. At this time there was a NSW wide competition modelled on the FA Cup known as the Rainsford Trophy. Granville won this trophy by defeating Caledonians 
3 goals to 1 at St.Joseph Banks ground in Botany on 12th.September 1885. They repeated this feat in 1886 by defeating Canterbury 2 goals to 0, but the following year were defeated by Hamilton Athletic (from 
Newcastle). An interesting feature was that the Rainsford Trophy did not exist, it was a phantom cup. 

Games were initially played at Brunton's paddock, which is the site of the Granville Returned Services League Club. By the early 1890's the club had relocated to Clyde Park, Parramatta Road. 

The land was owned by the Railway Department and the Granville Soccer Association paid a nominal rental. This arrangement ended when the English Electric Company acquired the land and established its works, 
later to be occupied by Waddingtons. 

The last match played on this ground was on the 10th.April 1943 when the Magpies were beaten 3-1 by Leichhardt-Annandale. The Magpies then moved to Lidcombe Oval.

The New Zealand team concluded its Australian tour yesterday afternoon with a match at the Gladesville Sports Ground, where the local team, Gladesville-Ryde, beat the visitors by seven goals to two. 
The teams were:- 
New Zealand. - Goalkeeper, J.P.Gerrard; backs, R.H.Stone, A.Graham; half-backs, A.Stenhouse, J.Christie (captain), W.A.Chapman; forwards. E.J.Barton, F.S.Blackie, L.Groves, J.I.Kershaw. M.Kay. 
Gladesville-Ryde.-S.Ward; T.Burke (captain), H.Veigal; Robinson, Davies, G.Black; A.Carrig, L.Fallowfield, W.Buttel, W.Price, K.O'Toole. 

During the first half of the game the New Zealand team did some good work. Chapman, playing in an unaccustomed place as half-back, with Christie and Stenhouse, making a good showing. The first goal was scored 
by Buttel, to whom Carrig crossed after a passing movement. A few minutes later Gerrard stopped a fast drive, and a free kick was given against Buttel for rushing him. 

New Zealand's next movement carried the ball right to the goal, but a free kick was given against them when Ward was tripped. Then Kershaw made a good shot at goal, beating Ward, but Black intercepted and 
handled the ball, and Kershaw easily scored from the penalty kick. After much good play, O'Toole made a pass in to Buttel from the wing, and Buttel netted, making the half-time scores Gladesville-Ryde two goals, 
New Zealand one. 
After the interval, Kay took the centre forward's position, and Kershaw played as outside left forward. A few minutes after play was resumed, O'Toole crossed to Price, who shot. Graham touched the ball as it entered 
his goal. Stenhouse soon afterwards added a good goal for New Zealand, and then Price scored Gladesville-Ryde's fourth goal. O'Toole added another goal. Then followed a period when Gladesville-Ryde bombarded 
the goal, but Gerrard succeeded in stopping the shots. Buttel and Carrig also scored before the game ended. 

VISITORS ENTERTAINED 
The Gladesville-Ryde club subsequently entertained the visitors at dinner and a dance, when the casket containing the "Ashes of Soccer" was officially handed over to the Australian Football Association by 
Mr.H.C.Godbar, manager of the New Zealand team. The New Zealanders also presented Mr.A.Thompson, who had acted as "zone secretary" while they were in Sydney, with a framed autographed photograph of the 
team in recognition of the attention he had paid them during the stay in New South Wales.

The English amateur soccer team defeated New South Wales by three goals to one in the opening match of their tour at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday afternoon. 

J.W.Lewis led the Englishmen on to the ground, closely followed by New South Wales, led by Osborne. England kicked off, playing from the northern end. New South Wales immediately attacked, but the ball went 
behind. England sent the ball down to McNabb, who headed clear. Woolcock brought off a good save from a splendid shot by Lloyd, the New South Wales left wing. Bryant and Harris both did well in scrimmages for 
the ball, Harris showing splendid recovery when he and Parr struggled for the ball. McNabb brought off a splendid save. Crowhurst and Wilkinson were a menace to England. 

New South Wales, relying on the short passing game, was holding its own; the splendid defence of McNabb, Whitelaw, and Harris proving equal to any calls. Joy, the English centre-half, played the third back game, 
throwing a lot of work on the other English halves. Both going for the ball in the air, Woolcock and Joy collided, and "winded" each other. McNabb brought off an exceptional save from a brilliant header by Eastham. 
For most of the last 10 minutes of the first half, New South Wales was pressing the defence very hard, Crowhurst, Wilkinson, and Quill testing Woolcock, Strasser, and Joy in every way. Team play was a great 
feature of the Englishmen. Half-time came with no scores recorded. 

Parr nearly scored 10 minutes after half-time, but a splendid shot he put in from the corner went too high and fell on the cross bar. Finch scored the first goal with a snappy ground shot across the corner, after 16 
minutes' play. McNabb touched the ball as it shot along from a well-taken speculator. 

England's team-work was becoming effective, the lighter New South Wales team seeming to tire, but there was still little between the teams. Quill, harried by Joy, who watched him ceaselessly, made a great 
attempt to score, without success. Hughes, after a brilliant piece of dribbling, passed to Crowhurst, who centred smartly for Quill to head to the goal, but Woolcock caught the ball. 

Hughes was struck in the chest by a ball and incapacitated. An Englishman promptly kicked the ball out and stopped play until he recovered. Matthews, the English centre-forward, kicked the second goal from 
about 10 yards out. The ball went from one side of the field to the other, and was finally centred by Finch, the outside left, who placed it right on Matthew's toe. Soon afterwards, Finch added another goal, collecting 
the ball on the rebound after Parr had shot unsuccessfully. 

Then Hughes sent the crowd wild with delight with a brilliant goal effort, tricking his way through the defence and scoring New South Wales' goal with a swift low shot. New South Wales recovered and attacked 
vigorously, but could not score again.

Only by virtue of a penalty kick, the effect of which was a greater blow to the Northern team than the unit it added to the winning side's total, did the English amateur soccer team defeat a Northern district side at 
Cessnock yesterday. The score in its favour was five goals to four. 

The match, admitted by the English players to be the hardest of the tour, was easily the best representative Soccer fixture in the North for many years. It is doubtful if the code has ever had a more exciting and 
satisfying international match in Australia. 

Twice England held the advantage of a goal or a two-goal lead; on the other hand, twice it suffered the equally dampening of spirit caused by the loss of such a fine lead. Indeed, when the North equalised for the 
second time, soon after half-time, it seemed that a Northern victory was assured, so great had become its superiority in midfield over a team that gave every indication of weakening. 

It is unfortunate that the teams were divided by a penalty kick which caused a great diversion of opinion. Such awards usually do. However, the referee, Mr. W. Tromans, was in a position to exercise his judgment. 
The scores were then equal, 3-all, and the Northern defence had weathered the storm of the English attack - a storm that seemed to suggest a collapse if it could not break down the barrier which barred it from the 
Northern goal. The Northern attack, in which was two men discarded by Australia's selectors, was ready to launch another offensive which, if as determined and concerted as one of 10 minutes' duration a short time 
before, must have carried the day, for the English defence had obviously not completely recovered in energy or spirit from the battering it had received. But the unexpected blow of the penalty kick caused a 
slackening of effort which, although momentary, was sufficient to allow England, its desperation turned to high glee, to snatch another goal. 

Even then the Northern team might have tied the score. It scored once, after a cohesive movement as good as any of England's. Then Quill sent to a terrific drive which beat everyone and every- thing but the 
crossbar, on which the ball left an imprint as if to mock the losing side. Just previous to that fine attempt Quill was almost through, an awkwardly bouncing ball rising a little too high for his eager boot. 

The Englishmen again had the better of conditions. The ground was described by some of the players as "typically English," and did not assist the speed of the Northern men. The cricket pitch in the centre of the 
field was very slippery, and water lay in small patches on other ports of the field. The English men undoubtedly had the greater individual skill and showed the better knowledge of technical fundamentals, but the 
Northern team was its superior in speed and collective doggedness. It outplayed the English team at the long passing game, the adoption of which brought England victory against the State on Saturday. 

The difference between the teams was small. The Englishmen had played together as a side. The Northerners had only instinct to guide them in an effort to become a team with ideas of combination. 

The Englishmen's greatest comparative superiority was positionally. Had the Northern attack been able to make as much use of the advantages which position gives, there could be no doubt as to what the result 
would have been. 
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The Northern team did not include any of the players from this district who will be in the XI, to represent Australia in the first Test match on Saturday. Four of the team who possess outstanding skill were not 
mentioned when the Test team was announced. These four, Hodge, Harden, Quill, and Wilkinson, played so well yesterday that the selection committee's conclusion regarding their worth must be questioned. 

In addition, so completely did R.Sevester, playing away from his accustomed position, "bottle" the outside left, L.Finch, who did most damage to the State's defences on Saturday, that he must have given the 
Australian selectors present some very unpalatable food for thought. Sevester must enter calculations as a definite Test prospect. He proved, once he established an understanding with Hodge, that he is a 
particalarly fine defensive half-back, one of the game's best attacking players, and a splendid tactician. He was to Finch in the second half yesterday as a great a "nuisance" as was Joy to Quill on Saturday. 
Although Sutcliffe did not play the third-back game as effectively as Joy can. Harden showed the manner in which its effect can be broken and at times turned to advantage. It may be that Sutcliffe does not enjoy 

the same patience as Joy, but Harden often enticed him away from his allotted place and allowed the Northern inside forwards to run through with the ball. So constructive was Harden that he proved - if proof were 
necessary - that he should be Australia's centre- half, in the middle of Sevester and Coolahan. Hodge was in dominant mood and the stumbling block to the English attack. His clever positioning was most apparent 
when Eastham was at his most forceful in the early parts of the game before the Northern team had properly settled down. His partner, Tobin, was at his best in the final 15 minutes, and was always good. E.Kemp, 
the suave highwayman to unwary wingers, did so many clever things that one lost sight of the soundness of his constructive play in the general effect. 

England set about its work on though it would have the Northern team in the nearby canal at any moment, and but for the steadiness of Morgan, Hodge, and Harden, might have scored two goals before the 
attendance of more than 6000 realised that the game had started. But once the Northern team recovered from its nervousness, revealed by the indecision of several players, it was never forced to struggle against an 
inevitable fate. Rather was the English team forced to reveal all the tricks carried in the box. 
The English attack prospered for a time, mainly because it possessed a master forward, S.Eastham. His play often touched the greatest heights, and some of it was akin to wizardry; at times he would bore a way 
through the Northern team like a corkscrew twirling at a mad rate, and at others he drove his way along by bold use of his broad shoulders. If he sometimes held the ball too long, his error was but a scratch ona 
masterpiece. Even Eastham could not pass Hodge, and when he did send in a shot Morgan was ready to deal with it. It is difficult, it is said, to be left out of a Test team once one is in it, but if McNabb is to be 
discarded, Morgan's place is assured. He made some of the most brilliant saves seen in a season when good goal-keepers are as common as the rain. The covering of Morgan by Hodge was superb, and was 
another reason for his further consideration when Australia's neat team is chosen. The Northern attack, led by Quill, who had no fear of the third-back game, even though Sutcliffe did not exploit it as effectively as 
can Joy, soon made progress. Wilkinson, whose display heightens the mystery of his omission from the Test side, sent in a shot which Huddle was glad to push out to a back to clear. An English attack, 

sponsored by Lewis, one of the day's best players, was successful only after Lewis himself had rushed in to send the ball, which rebounded from the bar on to which Mathews headed it, into the net. 

It was not long before the Northern team replied in kind. Harden stopped Tobin's clearance, sent to Mowatt, who worked the ball nicely, and then sent on to Wilkinson, who transferred into midfield, where, after a 
fine rally, Pringle, whose militant display was one of the reasons for the success of the Northern forward line, crashed the ball past Huddle. But England took the lead soon after, when Finch, drawing Sevester, 
swerved past him, and scored with an oblique shot, which he repeated soon after to score again and give England a lead of 3 goals to 1. With the interval near, Wilkinson took the ball downfield again, his swerving 
run unbalancing Robbins. He crossed accurately, and Quill, in front of goal, first-timed the ball into the net. Mowatt and Wilkinson made progress soon after the second half began, and then Wilkinson and Quill 
carried the ball further downfield, Wilkinson eventually cutting-in and equalising. 
At this point of the game the Northern side was gaining the upper hand. The English defence had a torrid 10 minutes, in which its two inside forwards, and even its centre-forward, were called on to defend. 

The situation was saved, and the Northern defence was bombarded. It too, resisted, and just at the time when it seemed that the ball would be cleared to safety, Finch fell, and a penalty-kick was awarded, it later 
being stated that Finch had been tripped. Eastham kicked the penalty, and in a short time Collins broke through and crossed to Mattthews to score. 

Then the Northern forward line made another dash. Pringle, who improved as the game progressed, until he reached a stage where his form was equal almost to Eastham's, and Barnett, a combination of some 
seasons ago, confounded the English defensive theories and its tactics before Barnett crossed to Quill, to score the game's ninth goal. Within a minute Quill was unfortunate to have a ball bounce awkwardly in front 
of him, and then came the greatest misfortune of all when his fine shot hit the cross-bar. The game ended with England leading by 5 goals to 4.

Playing with ten men for 70 minutes of the game - W.H.Pickering was carried off the field after 20 minutes’ play - and with their attack impaired by minor injuries sustained by their left wing forwards Davis and Riley, 
England was forced into desperate situations by the robust play of Queensland's Soccer team before securing a hard-earned, victory by 2 goals to 1, at the Exhibition Ground, last night. 

Over 7000 people contributed a gate of £515 to see Queensland display a surprisingly high standard, and take the lead with an early goal, which they retained until late in the second half, when England's fast open 
play and superior ball control earned them a brace of goals within seven minutes, despite the loss of numerous goal-scoring opportunities through erratic marksmanship. 

In view of the injuries, England appeared to be preserving their forces, but Queensland played above themselves to contest the issue from the outset and, taking advantage of the dislocation in England's team work, 
might have secured a signal success had their forward line been able to overcome the dogged defence of Leek, Sutcliffe, and Strasser, whose superlative display under adverse conditions enabled the custodian, 
Huddle, to clear without stress. 

In attack, a weakness in co-ordination was apparent in England's team, and it was accentuated by the success of the spoiling play by the Maroon defence. Speedy tackling by Murray, the Gibbs, and the full backs, 
harrassed the visitors, who, on many occasions, lost possession by their attempts to baffle the defence with intricate footwork. 

Occasionally the moves came off to throw the Maroons out of position, and permit the inside forwards to sweep forward into territorial gaps. Greene, in goal for Queensland, how- ever, rose to the occasion to handle 
a barrage of long range hard drives with success, while many other shots, particularly by Matthews, the English centre forward, were wide of the mark, although delivered in favourable conditions. 

Leek, who replaced Joy as centre half for England, adopted the stopper role until Pickering was heavily bumped, necessitating his removal from the field after 20 minutes' play. Pickering was not replaced, and for 
the remainder of the match England depended upon one full back. 

While Queensland depended largely upon their left wing as their most potent attacking medium, the English halves, Lewis, Leek, and Sutcliffe, had the Maroon defence working strenuously to withstand the speedily 
delivered attacks from both flanks of the English forward line. 

Murray proved a dominant force for Queensland, and his initiative and ceaseless effort in midfield not only upset many a dangerous sortie at its inception, but proved an effective defensive screen. 

The keen positional play and accurate passing of the Englishmen forced Queensland to play a virile game in defence, which took its toll over the closing stages, when it was apparent that the Maroons were as 
equally distressed as were their eight active opponents. 

On the left flank Parry proved an attacking danger, and was never subdued by Lewis and Strasser. His goal, after 17 minutes' play, was a brilliant piece of work, prepared by Murray's pushing the ball through to 
Brittain, who drew the defence to slip a short pass to Parry. Parry's shot was well out of the reach of Huddle, to find the corner of the net. 

Matthews's failure to take up an advanced position gave the Queensland backs, McDougall and Erskine, ample time to effect their clearances, but their shortcomings in the air were driven home during the periods 
when England's raiders forced the play to the door-mat of the Maroons' goal. 

It was noticeable that, only when it was essential, did the visitors employ their known cleverness in the air by heading the ball. On almost every occasion it was beautifully trapped, and either short or long-range 
passes employed to out-manoeuvre the Maroon defence. 

Eastham played an outstanding game for England. Small of stature, but nippy, he proved a veritable "jack-in-the-box," and it was not uncommon for him to effect rapid changes in position in his efforts to block up 
the gaps in England's ranks. 
Leek and Strasser were giants in defence, while Sutcliffe's many adroit moves in covering the weaknesses in the play of the limping Davies and Riley was a feature. Enjoying an easy passage in goal the depth of 
Huddle's ability was never plumbed. 
Both of England's goals were the outcome of the complete understanding and fine sense of positional play apparent in their every move. Not a pass was wasted, the ball unerringly terminating at the foot of the 
respective units to keep the play active and continuous. 
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Matthews secured the equaliser after 27 minutes' play in the second half, when Riley, from an advanced position, flung a pass across the field for the centre forward to leave Green out of the picture with his drive 
high into the corner of the net. 

Seven minutes later the Maroon defence was again shattered under the ceaseless English attack, when Eastham worked the play across from the right flank to disconcert the Queensland defence by slipping the 
ball back to Lewis, whose long, low drive gave the Maroon goalie no chance. 

England's swift positional changes had the Maroons defending desperately early, and Eastham, Parr, and Matthews challenged the Maroon defence before Parry completed a fine dash along the wing to hit the 
cross bar with a high falling shot. 

Greene, at the other end, saved his goal from a point blank drive by Matthews, and a header by Parr was cleared at the expense of a corner. Kitching made ground, beating Lewis with clever footwork, before Murray 
got the ball through to Brittain, who rapidly sent a short pass to Parry, who cut in sharply to give Queensland the opening goal. Although England's forward line harassed the Maroon goal, the shots were erratic or 
signalled. 

Pickering's loss presaged a change in England's methods, and with Riley's ankle troubling him, and Davies developing a decided limp, England's attack lost speed. 

At half-time the scores were: Queensland 1, England nil. 

In the second half England's defence was never seriously challenged, the Maroon attacks being broken by the English halves. Greene was responsible for some fine saves from long-range shooting by Matthews, 
Eastham, Parr, and Sutcliffe. 

England equalised after 27 minutes' play, with a hot assault on the Maroon defence. Matthews netted from Riley's long pass from the wing, and without releasing the pressure, England's raiders hemmed in the 
Maroon defence until Eastham cleverly slipped the ball back to Lewis to beat Greene with a long, low shot from 20 yards out. England 2. Queensland 1. England was attacking strongly at the finish.

Superior in every department, the English amateur soccer team defeated Victoria by 6 goals to 1 in a match played under flood-lights at Olympic Park last night. 

The English players showed brilliance in controlling the ball, either with head or feet. 

Their positional play, too, was an eye-opener. The players rarely had to look before they passed or headed the ball, even behind them, and nine times out of ten there was a man waiting to receive it. 

Because the match was one-sided it lacked spirit, and apart from a few flashes of good play by the Victorians the visitors were always on top. They showed better judgment than the Victorian players, and were 
always first to the ball. A crowd of 4,000 people paid £89 to see the match. 

Kicking off, Victoria rushed toward England's goal. Stewart's pass was weak and Strasser temporarily cleared. McCluskey returned the ball, and Leek was stopped for an infringement in the penalty area. Stewart 
shot straight at Huddle and followed up, but shot wide. Within three minutes a penalty kick was awarded to England, Calderwood handling the ball. Eastham flashed the ball past Sheppard for the first goal. England 
showed splendid combination all through the first half, and Sheppard saved several fast shots, but he was beaten by Mathews after 35 minutes. 

After clever combination between Mayne, McCluskey, and Anderson, Hawkes got away for Victoria and scored almost from the corner flag. England bewildered Victoria with its pattern-weaving with the ball, and in 
the 10 minutes before the interval added goals through Riley and Mathews (2), making the half-time score: England, 5; Victoria, 1. 

Hawkes (Victoria) missed a scoring chance early in the second half, when from close range he shot wide. Then Huddle saved successive shots from Baxter and Gray. England was soon attacking again and after a 
splendid movement by Riley, Thornton, and Collins. Thornton scored the sixth goal. England's three-back system stopped the Victorian forwards in all their attacks, and allowed only a few barren corner kicks. In the 
last 20 minutes England had matters all its own way, and won comfortably by 6 goals to 1. 

Scorers:-England - Mathews 3, Eastham, Riley, Thornton. Victoria - Hawkes. 

For England Strasser, Collins (who over-shadowed Stewart and Mackey throughout), Leek, Eastham, and Riley were conspicuous. Victoria was best served by Sheppard (in goal), Calderwood, P.McCluskey, and

The English amateur soccer team defeated a State team by 10 goals to nil at the Adelaide Oval yesterday afternoon. There was an attendance of about 3,000. His Excellency the Governor (Sir Winston Dugan) was 
introduced to the captains and players of both teams. 

The teams were:- 

England - A.H.Woolcock (goal), G.A.Strasser and W.Pickering (backs), J.W.Lewis, T.H.Leek and H.S.Robins (half-backs), S.Eastham, R.J.Matthews (capt.), L.C. Thornton, W.W.Parr and F.Riley (forwards). 

South Australia - A.Warren (goal), |.J.McRostie and V.Sharp (backs), W.Thorne, R.Watson (capt.) and I.Evans (half-backs), A.White, G.Topperwein, J.Kerr, G.Hunter and J.Roberts (forwards). 
The English players soon exerted their superiority and two shots narrowly missed the net. Then Topperwein shot for goal for the home team from a range of 30 yards and Woolcock saved at the expense of a comer. 
The ball was sent to the other end, where a stinging shot by Thornton was tipped over the bar by Warren. From the corner kick, Parr centred and Thornton headed the ball into the net. In the play after the restart, 
Woolcock made a brilliant save. An attack on the State team's goal was kept in check temporarily by Sharp and McRostie. but then Parr secured and beat Warren with a shot which gave him no chance. Two goals 
behind. South Australia made strenuous efforts to score, but the English defence was too sound. The centre fed the right wing consistently, and Matthews scored. The same player added the fourth goal as the 
whistle went for half-time. The scores:- England, 4 goals; South Australia, nil. 
South Australia gave a glimpse of form on the afternoon but soon fell away, and Thornton added the fifth goal for the visitors from a cross by Parr. Sharp and McRostie defended well, but Matthews, obtaining 
possession in mid-field, outwitted the opposing halves, and beat Warren with a long shot. A minute later Matthews again obtained possession, and sent up England's seventh goal. Kerr, Roberts, and Topperwein 
were conspicuous with a fine piece of combined play, and beat the opposing backs, but Kerr's shot was frustrated by Woolcock. From a long kick by Strasser Lewis obtained possession, and transferred to Thornton 
who added the eighth goal for England. Topperwein had a run on his own, but missed scoring by a yard. Watson, after a tussle with Parr and Eastham, placed Topperwein in possession, but the latter was 
dispossessed by Robins and play was transferred to the opposite end, where Matthews added a ninth goal from a cross by Parr. Thorne sent a high shot into Woolcock's hands, and he saved at the expense of a 
corner. Parr, Eastham, and Robins made a combined run, but were spoiled by Thorne, who was playing a great game at that stage. From the goal kick Matthews obtained possession, and raced away. 

He transferred the ball to Lewis, who scored the tenth goal. Final scores were:- England, 10 goals; South Australia, nil. 

The experience should prove of inestimable value to the South Australian players and the neat combination and the cool manner in which the English players manipulated the ball provided an object lesson for the 
local players. The goal scorers for England were Matthews 5, Lewis and Thornton 2, and Parr 1. 

For South Australia Watson, Hunter, and Topperwein were the outstanding players in attack, and Sharp and McRostie were a pair of vigorous defenders. Warren was disappointing and brilliant at times. Kerr, 
however was most disappointing.

Although the English team defeated Western Australia by six goals to one, the local side put up a particularly good showing against solid opposition, especially for 20 minutes in the second half when, by adopting 
bustling tactics, they held the visitors. Apart from individual ability of the players it was a big handicap for the State side to take the field without having had a run together, especially against opponents of the calibre 
of the Englishmen who, as the result of long series of matches, have developed a machine-like precision. The position play of the visitors was a revelation. The ball was not passed to a man but to the position in 
which that man should be according to the movement in progress - if he was not there it was his business to get there, and generally the English men did, for they were much faster than the local players. They were 
experts in heading the ball and were much the heavier team. Perhaps the only disadvantage under which they laboured was leg weariness which was noticeable among some of the members towards the close of 
the game - two or three more matches and they would be stale. 
When Western Australia exerted pressure the tourists adopted the three-back formation, and with Leek playing the "stopper," although he is not considered by the Englishmen to be as efficient as Bernard Joy, the 
State forwards were faced by what appeared to be an impenetrable defence. That they could not counter the formation is not surprising because English professional teams have not yet solved the problem. 

The weakness of club forwards was reflected in the State team and the want of dash and inability to shoot hard was made more apparent by the display of the English forwards. Brackenridge was the only man in 
the State front line to rise to the occasion, although Conduit played strenuouly in the second half and opened up the game well. He was unlucky, too, in having a goal disallowed although the English linesman said 
that the ball was a yard over the line. 
The Englishmen scored the first goal 12 minutes after the start, Mathews beating Mitchell with a very fast ground shot. The visitors continued to press and Lloyd was prominent in defence. The local men were 
kicking too high, especially as the Engishmen were far superior in the air. From a corner kick Matthews headed into goal but Lloyd with fine judgment had moved into goal and headed the ball out. When the State 
forwards went up and the 6ft. 3in. goal-keeper Huddle collected the ball Conduit charged him, but Huddle, to the immense amusement of the crowd, made full use of his reach to throw the ball over the local man's 
head so that it dropped at the feet of a back three yards away. The State team was unlucky not to equalise when Conduit drove in a cross by Birnie and Sutcliffe handled the ball, but the offence, besides preventing 
a certain goal, escaped a penalty. England broke away and Mathews scored. Fyfe, Brackenridge and Cherry were responsible for the best combination in the State team but the attack was easily mastered by the 
English backs. Lewis and Mathews added further goals for the visitors who led 4-0 at half time, and they were unlucky not to have scored two more goals, Thornton having hit the bar, and Mathews the upright. 
Playing against the wind Western Australia showed considerable improvement and Strasser saved well from Birnie. An exhibition of perfect combination by Collins and Eastham left the local defence standing but 
Charlton returned in time to clear.

The Indian soccer football team met the South Australian representatives on the Hindmarsh oval on Saturday in the presence of about 3,000 spectators, who were treated to a fine exposition of the short passing game 
with perfect ball control, by the visitors, who proved superior to the South Australian team in every part of the game. Eight of the Indians played without boots, but were in no way handicapped thereby. 

The teams were:- 

India - Dutt, Das Gupta, McGuire, Muckerjee, Rebello, Premlal, Nandi, Bhattacharjee (captain), Lumsden, Joseph, and Prosad. 

South Australia - Warren, Walker, Miller (captain), Evans, Taylor, Moore, Walkley, White, Thompson, Smith, J.Hinson. 

The visitors won the toss and played with the sun behind. India pressed from the start, and Nandi centred beautifully to Joseph, who shot without hesitation, but Warren saved brilliantly. The ball travelled to the other 
end where Smith transferred to Hinson, who tested the goalkeeper, but Dutt was not to be beaten. Rebello sent forward to Lumsden, who evaded Miller and Walker, and registered the first goal for India with a ground 
shot which completely beat Warren. South Australia pressed and a shot from Smith narrowly missed the opening. The Indians were displaying fast, tricky football, and the half backs and forwards kept the ball low. 
Lumsden tricked Taylor and sent on to Bhattacharjee, who was neatly robbed by Walker, and play was transferred to midfield. Two shots from Bhattacharjee and Joseph went over the bar. Hinson, from a pass by 
Thompson, tested Dutt, but he was quite safe. Walkley was set going by Evans, and sprinted along the right wing, his final shot bringing Dutt to his knees to save his charge. At the other end Warren conceded a 
corner from a shot by Prosad. Lumsden was about to shoot when he was charged off the ball by Walker and a corer resulted, which was fruitless. A spasmodic visit to the other end looked favorable for South 
Australia, but White was penalised for offside when a goal seemed imminent. Premlal secured in midfield and transferred to Nandi, the latter's pass going to Lumsden, who registered the second goal for India. 

From the re-start the Indians attacked and Lumsden added a third goal. From the centre kick Walkley sprinted along the wing and sent in a beautiful centre which Hinson headed into the net. Walkley again tested 

Dutt, but he saved brilliantly. At this stage Smith was brought to right half back and Evans sent forward to inside left, and the team improved with the change. Evans evaded Premlal and sent on to Hinson, who struck 
the side net with his final effort. 
On changing ends Prosad, whom the crowd had designated "Micky Mouse," crossed to Battacharjee, who found the net with a fine oblique shot. Premlal was feeding his wings accurately, and Prosad was always a 
danger when he secured the ball. Walkley sprinted along the wing and was charged off the ball by Das Gupta when in an advantageous position. Then India monopolised the play for a considerable time, the ball only 
going past the half-way line at intervals. Walkley was set in motion by Smith and sprinted smartly, transferring to White at the opportune moment, but the latter's shot went wide. Evans displayed fine passing and fed 
Hinson consistently but McGuire was a stumbling block. Nandi on the right made a great run on the wing and centred to Lumsden, who found the net again. From the restart South Australia pressed and White struck 
the upright. From a long kick by Das Gupta, Lumsden secured and sent on to Prosad, who scored the sixth goal for the visitors just before the final whistle sounded.

Those members of the visiting Indian soccer team who played without boots in the match against Victoria yesterday found the Melbourne Cricket-ground hard and uneven, and some of them suffered cut feet. 

Victoria won by 4 goals to 2. The Indians played a sparkling game, but were handicapped by the rough ground. Gate receipts exceeded £80. 

The first attack was by India, the for- wards speeding through the centre, with Rebello and Lumsden conspicuous. A fast, low shot by Lumsden was well stopped by Power, and play was transferred to the other end, 

where Young ran the ball over the goal-line. Victoria followed with a corner kick, well placed by Forrest, and Mclver headed the first goal. A pretty, combined movement by P.McCluskey and Lyons enabled Mclver to 

score Victoria's second goal after 16 minutes, and five minutes later Forrest beat three opponents and scored the third. At that time the Indian forwards were failing to follow up their shots, and many chances were 

missed. 

A long shot by Bhattacharjee struck the post, with Power out of position, but just before the interval Lumsden took a pass from Prosad and scored India's first goal. Half-time-Victoria, 3; India, 1. 


In the first minute of the second half Gray scored Victoria's fourth goal after good work by Lyons and Forrest, after which India began a long attack without getting near enough for a telling shot. The speed of Prosad, 


Premlel and Nadi was amazing, and their long shots were true to the mark, with Power saving in great style. After 22 minutes Prosad trapped a perfect cross from Lumsden and scored a great goal for India from 20 
yards range. 


For Victoria Power, Calderwood, Mackey, P.McCluskey, and Mclver were best. India was best served by McGuire, Rebello, Premlel, Nadi and Prosad. The goal-keeping was weak.

In a game which delighted a crowd of probably 25,000 at the Showground on Saturday, New South Wales beat the Indian Soccer team by six goals to four. It was the Indians' first match in New South Wales, and, 
although defeated, they emerged with a high reputation. 

New South Wales owed much to the brilliant goalkeeping of J. McNabb, and but for him the Indians' score would have been considerably higher. He had seldom spent such a busy afternoon as he did keeping out the 
shots with which Lumsden and other Indian forwards bombarded him. The outstanding scoring force in the Indian line was the inside- right forward, A.Rahim, who netted all his side's goals, with the able assistance of 
the little left-winger, K. Prosad, only 5ft 3in in height and 7st 10lb in weight, and playing with only elastic socks to protect his feet, Prosad moved at electric speed, completely outpacing the Australian players opposed 
to him. He controlled the ball marvellously, and drove with the power of an 11st. man. 

The footwork of the Indian team and its positional play were delightful, and the duels between them and the artistic New South Wales players, such as R.Crowhurst, J.Wilkinson, and J.Hughes among the forwards, 
and W.Coolahan the half-back, who combined in many successful raids, made a wonderful spectacle. The Indians' weakest point was their reluctance to "mix it" in the tackles with the New South Wales men, but they 
evaded these contests so skilfully that they did not impair their play. The match was played from start to finish in a keen but sportsmanlike spirit. 

The only real injury suffered by any player involved one of the Indian backs, C.McGuire, who slipped when running to intercept a ball, and, trying to save himself from a fall, strained his wrist. He left the field, and a 
substitute, A.Nandi, took his place. 

The match scintillated with movement. Right to the last the Indians were vigorous in attack and defence, and there were few Australians who could match their fleetness of foot. 

At half-time the scores were equal, each side having scored three goals. In the second half, New South Wales added another three, and India one. The Indians, playing against the wind in that period, kept the 
Australian defence busy. The deciding factor in the play was the brilliant goalkeeping of McNabb, as the Indian forwards, especially Prosad, demonstrated their ability to trick the half-backs and backs, and create 
opportunities for Lumsden and Rahim to shoot, only to have their efforts frustrated by the agile goal-keeper.

The Indian Soccer team was seen in action at the Cessnock Sports Ground on Tuesday afternoon, when the lads from the Land of Rajahs played a match against a Northern Districts side. 
Northern Districts won 2-1. 
The Indians showed themselves to be fast and nimble footballers. Their footwork was clever, but their combination was not up to the standard which they exhibited in their match against New South Wales last 
Saturday. As in their previous matches in Australia, a number of the Indians’ played barefooted. 
Much interest was centred in the efforts of K.Prosad, the small but nippy Indian left winger, who made such an impression in Sydney, and upon whom the metropolitan fans bestowed the sobriquet of "Mickey Mouse." 
Every time Prosad got the ball the crowd roared with delight. However, "Mickey," although he did many clever things, did not play up to the form he displayed in the Sydney game. 
The Indians showed clever ball control, and when in possession showed great skill in retaining the ball. They are so light, however, that one hates to think what will happen to them if the Australian Test team resorts 
to heavy tackling in to-morrow's game. 
The Indian captain, K.Bhattacharjee, was injured and played for only one half of Tuesday's game. 
Northern Districts lost many golden opportunities of scoring through erratic shooting. Some remarkably easy chances were missed. There was a noticeable lack of keenness about the Northern team's play. 
Dutt, the Indian goalkeeper, gave an excellent display, defending magnificently throughout.

The crowd roared its appreciation when the diminutive but nippy Prosad put in a speedy dash along the left wing and placed India in an attacking position. Bhattachargee tested Morgan with a beautiful carpet drive 
from 25 yards out. 
Northern District worked the ball down to the Indian goal area, where Whitelaw put over a nice cross to the goalmouth, but Khan made a good clearance. 
Northern District returned to the attack, and Barnett shot from an easy position, but the shot lacked direction and went past. 
Keeping up the pressure, Northern District looked certain to score, but lost a golden opportunity when Mowatt failed to net when he shot at an empty goal from only three yards out, the ball going outside the post. 
India took play to the other end, where Rahim went wide of the goal with a rising shot. 
Northern District forced a corner, and from the kick to the centre E.Kemp tried to head, but the ball went over the bar. 
Prosad threatened danger when he went streaking down the left wing with the ball at toe, but Mascord cleared with a hefty drive downfield. 
The Indian goalkeeper was applauded for saving a terrific drive from ten yards out.

leather, and deadly marksmanship provided an attack, the type of which Queensland players have never previously encountered.

Contrary to their display in the southern games, the Indian full-backs, Jumma Khan and Robella, displayed no hesitation in going forward to curb the Queensland raiders, and their vigour contrasted vividly with the 


adroit manner in which the bare-footed members of the team darted in to sweep the ball from the toes of the home players. 


Unused to playing in boots equipped with leather bars, instead of studs, the Queensland players were further handicapped by the need to discard undue robustness in their efforts to rob their opponents of the ball. 
Allowing for these handicaps, however, the Indians were much the faster, more clever, and capable combination in all departments of the game. Although not completely fit, Rozario gave a fine display in the Indian's 


goal. 


Britain's clever work in front of goal, and the sound supporting play of Kitching, Hooper, and Malcolmson were a source of satisfaction to the Queensland selectors. Parry received little of the ball, and Dale fared little 
better. Hooper had a difficult task in attempting to check Noor Mohammed, Rahim, and Nandi, but gave a dogged and courageous display. In effecting a clearance late in the game, he fell heavily and broke a bone in 


his left hand. 


Seeney was the pick of the Queensland defence with Petie, playing a hard game at left back. Neville's display in goal was of a high order, and the fact that he had to pick the ball from the net on seven occasions in 


no way discounts his claims to further honours.

Paying £150 a crowd estimated at 2000 saw the Indian Soccer team defeat Ipswich at the reserve yesterday afternoon by five goals to two. The match was replete with sparkling incident, the Indians' style of play, 

their sprightlyness, their cleverness in working into attacks, and oft-times the ridiculous ease with which they outwitted their opponents, winning generous rounds of applause. Though handicapped by the rough surface 
of the ground, they were the superior combination. Nine members of the side played without boots. 

Perhaps the main factors in their win were the speed with which they moved over the ground and their elusiveness with the ball at toe. They ran with rare dash, the ball bobbing as if fastened to their feet with a piece of 
string, and with deceptive change of pace, or twist, often caught challengers napping. Then, seizing the opportunities, they were through to threaten danger. 

Though beaten, the Ipswich men were never really out of the picture. They stuck manfully to their task in spite of a comparative lack of pace and trickiness, often turning the tables in individual play. 

Lumsden was to a great extent responsible for carrying through to a successful conclusion the opportunities gained by bright mid-field play. He imparted balance to the forward line, and scored three of his side's five 
goals. Noor Mohammed and Choudhury were an able pair of flank men in the line with him. Rahim was always a dangerous schemer. 
Of the halves Sen and Nandi were perhaps the pick. They showed a keen sense of anticipation and positional play. It was from them that many clever thrusts originated. 

The backs Robello and Das Gupta were a sound pair, the former being the pick. Das Gupta, however, out-shone him in spectacular work, clearing from all manner of awkward angles, and getting great power into his 
kicks. Dutt did not have a great deal of work to do in goal. He was coolly effective in his work, the shots that beat him being impossibilities. 
Donaldson scored the best goal of the match, and did best of the Ipswich forwards. He was not served as much as he might have been, but his work against the most formidable of Indian defenders was capably done. 
Young, Dale, Kitching, and Duce were prominent intermittently. 
Roderick, Pitcairn, and Malcomson were a hard worked trio of half-backs. Never allowed a moment's respite, they were on the move from whistle to whistle in countering moves that were going in one direction one 
minute, and off in another the next. In the face of such formidable opposition they did as well as could be expected. 
Full-backs Erskine and Blackburn were also subjected to solid pressure. They too, like all others in the side, found the elusiveness of the Indians disconcerting. Erskine was the more impressive of the two. 
Greene, in goal, came through a barrage well. He appeared to be uncertain with one shot at least, but made up for that in saving many others. It was due to him that the margin was not wider than it was. 
The teams were - 

India (red): Dutt; Robello, Das Gupta; Nandi, Sen, Wukerji; Noor Mohammed, Rahim, Lumsden, Premlal, Choudhury. 

Ipswich (green): Greene; Erskine, Blackburn; Pitcairn, Roderick, Malcomson; Dale, Young, Due, Kitching, Donaldson. 

Referee, Mr. F. Grimes. 
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The match opened somewhat dully, with no really dangerous drives on either goal, though Dale first, then Donaldson, forced Dutt to handle from the wings. Noor Mohammed and Rahim had shown scintillating, clever 
football on India's right wing, but so far Greene had not been in danger. Nandi stole a march on Kitching with a hurdle over out-stretched legs that raised the applause. 

A drive down the right wing by the youthful Noor Mohammed, in which he eluded the backs, placed him within ideal shooting range. He drove to the left of Greene, and India was one up. India 1, Ipswich 0. 

Within 5 min. Lumsden, weakly, and then Rahim, drove at Greene, the goalie clearing, but splendid play by Lumsden saw the centre move into point-blank range. Greene might just as well have tried to hold a cannon 
ball. India 2, Ipswich 1. 

Exquisite headwork by Lumsden, who received a cross from Choudhury, almost let Rahim in, but he was robbed of the ball. Then, following a delightful move originated by Sen, in which the ball travelled to Rahim, 
thence to Noor Mohammed, the latter's corner kick, ideally placed, was met by Lumsden's head from well out, the leather just smashing past the post. Another couple of inches and India would have been three up. 
The best effort to date was to come. Dale swept over a cross from the right wing, which travelled out to Donaldson on the other flank. The winger deliberately set himself for his first-time drive, and reducing the deficit 
to India 2, Ipswich 1. 

A free kick taken by Noor Mohammed from an infringement by an Ipswich player provided the means for securing India's third goal. The winger propelled the ball Rahim-wards, the inside man, deceiving a defender with 
an elusive twist, driving out of Greene's reach. India 3, Ipswich 1 (half-time). 

Within 5 min. of the resumption Ipswich went one closer to the visitors. Duce found himself in possession in close range, having the easiest of chances. 

Apart from that there was nothing really positive about this quality of play, until Mukerji, Choudhury, and Lumsden carried the ball goalwards. The inside left's effort was splendidly taken by Greene, and soon after a 
long ball from Noor Mohammed sped across the mouth. 

Then Rahim and Blackburn staged a rare tussle. They were at it for a couple of minutes, covering a great deal of territory, the visitors’ nip prevailing. On the other wing Malcomson and Rahim were similarly engaged, 
but this time Malcomson won. 

India's fourth goal came from the foot of Lumsden. The move had its ???? on the right wing, and followed a clever dummy by Mukerji, and a cross from Choudhury. Lumsden got the fifth, and almost had the sixth 
when he met the ball with his head, following a sprint down the wing by Choudhury. India 5, Ipswich 2. 

In the closing stages Ipswich were almost in. Young and Dale had co-operated with good result, but Dutt gathered the winger's shot. Then Young drove past the upright.

The Indian Soccer team defeated a Queensland side 5-2 at the Athletic Oval this afternoon. Play was not lively until Queensland, trailing 3-0 in the second session, scored their first goal and began to put on the 
pressure. One of the Indians in the back line was injured, and Lumsden retired from the forwards to take his place. 

Queenslanders’ combination and understanding was far short of that of their opponents. Only once did they really combine, and that was when Gibb made opening for Young to goal. Neville in goal was the best player, 
his saves from Lumsden in the first half being brilliant. 

Early in the game the Queenslanders made several sporadic attacks, but Dutt always cleared. Once the Indians settled down, the Queensland halves were almost helpless against them. The Indian visitors took four 
corners in quick succession, but grand saves were made by Neville. Hard drives were made by Lumsden, the Indian centre. Lumsden, however, would hot be denied, and opened the scoring from a penalty. Shortly 
afterwards he made a hard drive into the net. 

Only once in the half was the Indian's goal in jeopardy. Roderick following a corner brought Dutt down with a hard shot, but Dutt cleared. At half time the Indians led 2-0. 

Soon after the resumption Bhattacharjee scored from well out. For 15 minutes the Queenslanders were held in their own half. Then, from a break-away, they went down field close on the goal line. 

Das Gupta, the Indian's left back, collided with a Queenslander and had to retire. Lumsden took his place at back, and another player was brought into the front line. While the Indians were playing 10 men, desultory 
play took the Queenslanders into the visitors' area, and Kitching scored. At the other end a perfect centre by Rahim enabled Bhattacharjee to add another goal to India's tally. 


With 15 minutes to go the Queenslanders came with a rush and Gibb made an opening for Young to score. Twice Dutt just managed to clear. Before full time a clever bout was finished off when Rahim made the 
score 5-2.

The Soccer code of football has been responsible for bringing the South Coast into prominence in the sporting world, in many ways, but on Tuesday it placed once again the hall mark of "international." 

Thanks to the co-operation of the Commonwealth Soccer Association, it was possible for Illawarra District Soccer Association to arrange for the Indian team to visit the South Coast and play at Woonona. 

Under the charge of their manager, Mr. P.Gupta (Sporting Editor of Calcutta "Patrika"), and accompanied by Mr. R.Druery (Secretary, Commonwealth Soccer Association) and Mr. T.Hastie (Secretary, N.S.W. Soccer 
Association), the Indians arrived at Woonona at 10.30 a.m., being received by local officials, and escorted on a motor tour to top of Bulli Pass, where they described the panorama as "absolutely wonderful." 

Local officials in control were Messrs. J.Hood, R.Buchanan and R.Glass, president, secretary and treasurer respectively of Illawarra Association, and Messrs. James and Arthur Molloy, president and secretary 
respectively of Woonona-Bulli Club, with Mr. Herb Reay as the organising factor in the visit, and Mr. A.Hyslop, manager of the South Coast team selected to play the Indians. 

Ball's Reserve had been made available, and the well prepared playing area earned high commendation, and looked quite worthy of such an international fixture. 

Mr. H.Green, licensee of the Royal Hotel at Woonona, adjoining the area, had completed a modern premises, on the elevated land, an extended front verandah making an ideal grandstand, while the building embraced 
dressing rooms and showers, each for the visiting and local teams. This new building was subjected to an official opening, the manager of the Indians being invited to perform the ceremony, and Mr. Gupta expressed 
keen appreciation at being selected for such an honor, and, in the course of his remarks, he made ready reference to the fact that throughout the whole of the tour of his team to date they had received unfailing 
courtesy in Australia, which was very encouraging to persons from a faraway country. 

Mr. Gupta was preceded by Mr. Druery, who said Woonona-Bulli Club should be proud of such a playing area and pavilion. He emphasised how the visit by the Indians that day would put the town of Woonona on 
international Soccer records, as the name would be printed in the Soccer handbook which is distributed throughout the world. 

Mr. James Molloy, in introducing both speakers, mentioned Woonona Soccer Club was formed in 1887, and had held its own against all comers throughout the intervening period of 51 years. 

At the conclusion of the match, the Indians were the guests of honor at a dinner, in the Masonic Hall at Bulli. 

All privileged to attend were remarkably impressed by the arrangement of the festive board and the excellent repast, arranged voluntarily by genuine lady supporters of Soccer, headed by Mrs. A.Hyslop, assisted by 
Mesdames J.Molloy and R.Rankin, and Misses Mavis and Jean Molloy and Ethel Smithers and Henrietta Ronald. 

The President of Bulli Shire Council (Cr. E.J.Ryan) presided, having the Indians' manager (Mr. Gupta) on his left, and Ald. T.Gaynor (Mayor of North Illawarra) on his right, and opposite, were Mr. A.Sneddon (donor of 
the cup for the current miners' Soccer competition locally), and Mr. A. Witherwick (President of Illawarra Rugby League). 

After having the loyal toast honored, the chairman, as President of the Shire, extended a civic welcome to the Indians. He then moved a toast to honor the Indian visitors, in doing which he made reference to how the 
visit brought India into prominence, as had been done formerly by the Indian cricketer, Prince Ranjitsinghi, and others. 

To the singing of "Jolly Good Fellows" by all present, Mr. Gupta rose to respond for his team. In a splendidly worded speech, couched in excellent English language, he expressed very earnest thanks for such an 
enthusiastic toast. He made chief emphasis on the designation of "Soccer players," which he contended was a misnomer, as they should be correctly referred to as "footballers," and only in Australia was the term 
"Soccer" so freely applied. His team had received a "terrible fright" in the first half of the game that afternoon, in which session the local players had beaten them fairly, but his men had been allocated to unaccustomed 
positions, which was adjusted for the second session, and that certainly accounted for their victory. He paid an earnest compliment, to the Coast team on having played a clean and good game. 

Mr. James Molloy proposed "Commonwealth Soccer Association," paying a tribute to the manner in which officials of that organisation worked continuously to advance the best interests of the game. 

In response, Mr. Druery said he could reciprocate with earnestness by praising local officials for their competent services in connection with the organising of the match that day. He added, in eulogy of the Indians, 
that not a single complaint had been made against them while they have been in Australia. 

"Kindred Associations" was proposed by Mr. James Hood, who said the visit by the Indians that day had accomplished something extra by bringing together representatives of kindred sporting organisations. 

The response was made by Mr. Syd. Hayes (President of Group 7 of Rugby League), who said the invitation to him was a fine gesture. He added that although Soccer and Rugby may be rival codes of football, there 
was room for both, enhanced by exhibition of the true sporting spirit. 
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Mr. Alf Burrows (president of South Coast Miners' Soccer Assn.) proposed "Referees' Association," in which he made individual reference to the distinction attained by a South Coast referee, Mr. Herb Reay, in being 
selected to referee ten international test matches. 

In response, Mr. Reay commended the spirit in which the Indians had played that afternoon, being clean in recognising the rules, and never at any stage of the game had they caused him any trouble or embarrassment, 
by which they had joined, with the local team in making the performance of his duties a pleasure. 

"The Press" was proposed by Mr. T.Hastie (Secty., N.S.W. Assn.) and acknowledged by Mr. M.Keegan (Bulli "Times"). 

After many hearty handshakes, the Indians left by the 7.45 p.m. train on their return to Sydney. 


Punctually at 4 p.m., the two teams - Indians’ in red, and South Coast in blue and white - filed on to the field, to the accompaniment of continued applause, and in the centre they stood to attention during the playing 
of the National Anthem by the Balgownie Band, under the conductorship of that famous international player of former years, "Judy" Masters - the sight was very impressive as spectators and players stood with bared 
heads.

Ten of the Indians were barefooted. 

Illawarra won the toss, and kicked with a slight breeze. Phillips made headway on the right flank, neatly crossing over for "Sonny" Love to head into the net. 

This early goal somewhat upset the Indians, and South Coast pressed so consistently that Lumsden found great difficulty in stopping the onslaughts. Vickery was the prime mover in the second goal, which Shand 

and Cunningham schemed, for Love to convert. 

The Indians made ground when Bhattacharjee, the Indian captain, raced forward to test Richardson, Coast goalie, the latter saving in masterly fashion. The pace was again clapped on, and South Coast were living up 
to past records of not only holding the visitors, but held the balance of play. Barwise was playing like a real champion, as he fed his vanguard with clever ground passes. Das Gupta (son of the manager) was 
comparatively small in size when opposed to Love, but he accomplished some great defensive work, and, from one of Gupta's clearances, Sen, centre half, collected to trick his way through for Rahim to reduce the 
leeway. 

The large crowd was now keyed up to concert pitch, as the ball rapidly travelled from one end to the other. South Coast were still dominating the game with long passes that baffled the Indian defence. Love was 
playing the real centre and , captain of attack, and again he scored from a cross from Phillips, and incidentally completed his hat trick of goals. 

Vickery, Barwise and McMillan never let up at all, and their smart deliveries were so impressively executed that it won the admiration of the fans. The Indians were gradually finding their feet, and they also 
accomplished some neat footwork, but found Tobin and Brown in fine fettle, repulsing their attacks. Richardson was called upon to dive for a low drive, Mukerjee darting in when not expected. Shand and Cunningham 
were applauded for some clever combination, and the former crashed the ball into the net, with terrific force, amidst wild scenes of enthusiasm. 

The Indians fought back with determination and skill, to reduce the score when Rahim pushed the ball forward for Joseph to race past Tobin to score an easy goal. 

Half time scores: South Coast 4, India 2. 

India reshuffled placing of the team, which had immediate effect, and South Coast were now receiving some of their own medicine, Richardson having a busy time clearing his citadel, and Rahim wheeled past Tobin 
and Brown to score a fine goal. 
The crowd, at this stage, was amazed at the speed and accuracy of the fleet-footed Indians, who so completely dominated the game, that our local boys stood helpless as the speedsters flew past in such grand style, 
that goals came rather rapidly. Rahim, Chowhury and Bhattacharjee tricked their way through, for the Indians to draw level with South Coast. 

From then onwards, India stormed the home fort and went further ahead when South Coast were penalised just outside the penalty area because Vickery handled the leather. Chowhury took the free, and Richardson 
partially cleared, but the quick-footed Rahim raced through to land a great goal, leaving Richardson helpless. 

Now in the lead, the Indians amused the large crowd with some dazzling football, which definitely pleased. Shand and McKay were conspicuous with a fast burst, but their efforts were nullified by Dutt, the visiting 
goalie, who has a very powerful kick, and from his effort Premlal danced around several of the Coasters to send over, for Joseph to convert. 

Trickiness, speed and accuracy were definitely being applauded by the crowd, who, by the way, had never seen such footwork, and, with the scores at this stage 6-4 in favour of India, time was fast approaching, but 
not before some more exceedingly clever work was given, and South Coast realised that they were beaten, but, like true sports, never at any stage resorted to foul play, and writer wishes to hand out an all round 
compliment to the whole of South Coast eleven, who so sportingly copied the Indians style of play, and that is, never to charge an opposing player unless he has actual possession of the ball. During the game only 
five minor offences were committed, and these were offside and hands, which could be copied by clubs in competition games.

The Granville-Clyde Soccer team, adopting a policy of bustling their opponents for the ball, and matching speed with speed, beat the Indian team at Clyde Oval by six goals to four. Nine of the Indian test players 
played, but the half-backs were rearranged. To the disappointment of a large crowd K.Prosad did not play, his place on the left wing being taken by S.Chowbury. 


India kicked off from the southern end. Quickly accommodating themselves to their opponents' play, Granville carried an attack to their goal, and a player netted, but the goal was disallowed for offside. A few minutes 
later R.Sanders outside right kicked the first goal for Granville. 


A rapid attack culminated in Noor Muhammed equalising from a pass across the field by Chowbury. 
Good play by both wings of the Indian team and a well-centred ball to Bhattacharjee was shot hard and true, but saved by T.McDonald, who had to concede a corner kick. Brisk play followed, and Lumsden, the Indian 
centre forward, who showed some of his best form as a goal scorer in the first half, netted the first of three goals he scored in succession. His second goal came from a long drive along the ground. One of the 


half-backs sent a high pass to the centre of the field, which came down near Hextall, about 10 yards from the goal mouth. Hextall tapped it with his foot, apparently intending merely to slip it past the backs, but the 
ball rolled into the net unchecked. 


Shortly before half-time, Lumsden added India's fourth goal. 
At half-time, India led by four goals to two. 


India failed to add to its score in the second half, while Sanders (two), Hextall, and S.McDonald scored for Granville. Some of the work done by the Indian raiders was delightful, but they failed in goal kicking, and 
frequently were dispossessed by speedy and aggressive backs and halves.

inspired by a good half-back line, did a full share of attacking. The left-wing seemed to be the Indian's strongest attacking force in the 
kept the backs and Conquest, the goal-keeper, busy at times. Prosad was not as spectacular as usual, and was penalised for offside 


first half-hour, but both sides gradually warmed up to their work, and the Indians 
play several times. 


Nandi and Bhattacharjee were difficult to repress and Joseph showed that he is a worthy player. Ramage and Toelle were frequently pressed to keep Joseph and his colleagues out of the goal, but the Indians' defence 


had many anxious moments also; notably when Sanders crossed a ball beautifully from well out on the wing. 


Rahim scored the only goal of the first half, driving a low shot after two attempts immediately before had failed. Joseph passed the ball to Rahim for this first scoring success. 
India rallied in the second half, and the dazzling short pass movements were more in evidence. Lonergan, however, was the first to score. Rahim responded, with his second goal; he took the ball up to the goal and 


shot hard. Conquest diverted this shot, but the ball came back from the left-wing, and Rahim receiving in a favourable position, netted. 


Rahim also added the third goal for his side. He received the ball about half-way 


down the field, from the left-wing, ran into position, and tapped the ball into the net. Metropolis, two goals behind, livened up. Davidson doing great work in inaugurating attacks. Lonergan and B.Hughes scored in quick 


succession shortly before full time.

Playing clean, open, well-judged football, Western Australia defeated the Indian team at the W.A.C.A. ground on Saturday afternoon by five goals to one, after a game in which both sides displayed clever tactics and 
excellent ball control. As in their matches in the Eastern States, the Indians were not comfortable against a side which employed long passing tactics, and realising this the West Australians opened up the game with 
long, high passes. Both back lines played very solid football, Robello rarely being beaten in the right full-back position. Thompson, a young Fremantle back still in his teens, was the rock on which many of the Indians' 
attacks were shattered; throughout the match he was one of the best players on the field and the mainstay of Western Australia's defence. The diminutive Indian outside left, Prosad, also played a magnificent game, 
his speed and ball control astounding the spectators who numbered 2,000.

Although it sparkled into attack from the kick-off, the Indian side took some time to settle down, allowing Western Australia to take the ball into India's half where Bernie beat Robello at full-back and first-timed at the 
goal, but Dutta, the Indians' goalkeeper, leapt high to effect a spectacular clearance. From a corner immediately afterwards, Mitchell centred poorly and Robello cleared down the field to Prosad who passed to 
Battacharjee, the captain, who, however, did not accept it. For the next ten minutes play remained very even with exciting passages between the two centre lines. The Indians were still not collecting the ball cleanly 
and the West Australians again went into attack followed by Joseph, of India, running down the field and beating both Thompson and Henderson, but Stevenson saved the drive for the net. Passing up the field with 
speed rivalling that of the Indians, the West Australians bombarded Dutta in goal who brilliantly staved off every attack. Rahim took up the attack for India and running down from the half-way line, passed Mitchell and 
Charlton, but Stevenson. timing his advance well, ran out to clear. Stevenson gave an excellent exhibition of goalkeeping throughout the afternoon, only once making a mistake. Immediately following, Prosad passed 
from the outside left to Bhattacharjee who drove hard without avail, Stevenson taking the ball cleanly. Prosad, Rahim and Joseph then bombarded Stevenson with hard drives in quick succession, but on each occasion 
a clearance was effected. 
After 27 minutes' play, Conduit passed to Waddell who up till then had not been accepting his passes with any degree of surety. Waddell first-timed at the goal, giving Dutta no chance to save and opening Western 
Australia's account. 
India then went into attack but Thompson took the ball from Rahim and passed to Bernie who was unfortunate in hitting the bar. A minute before half-time Conduit ran down and shot for the net, but leaping about five 
feet into the air, Dutta fingered the ball out of danger. The half-time scores were:- Western Australia, 1; India, 0. 

With a brilliant burst of speed, Waddell took the ball immediately upon the resumption, and within 30 seconds had flicked Western Australia's second goal. 

The Indians regained control, however, and Muhammed sped down the right wing for 75 yards. Waiting too long to centre, Thompson took the ball from him but regaining it, he passed to Rahim who shot wide of the 
goalmouth. Following 15 minutes of fast football, Bernie collected the ball and passed to Smith who ran down and centred to Waddell. Attacked, Waddell flicked to Conduit who drove the ball into the net from 30 yards 
out, making the score 3-0 in Western Australia's favour. 

A few minutes later Waddell was penalised for being off-side, the ball going into the net. 

India's first and only goal came after 25 minutes' play in the second half. Prosad passed to Bhattacharjee who shot the ball out to Joseph who made no mistake in finding the top corner of the net. 

The West Australians appeared to be tiring a little. Muhammed again showed a burst of speed on the wing and his shot just went over the bar. The Indians were now continually in attack, with Mohammed, Prosad, 
Rahim and Battacharjee just missing the goal. Ten minutes before time, Waddell took a pass from Thompson and ran down the field with Robello chasing him. Robello, however, was too slow and on Dutta's running 
out from the goal to charge him, Waddell flicked the ball into the net to record his third goal and give Western Australia a lead of 4-1. 
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Seven minutes later while the Indians were appealing for an off-side decision against Waddell, that player drove past Dutta, who made no attempt to save, giving Western Australia victory by five goals to one, the 
referee not allowing the appeal.

Strong defence play and intelligent forward work gave India victory over Western Australia by three goals to one in the return match played at the W.A.C.A. ground yesterday before about 2,000 people. On Saturday 
Western Australia defeated the visitors by five goals to one but the changes made in the local team by no means had a strengthening effect. A great deal of India's success was due to the fact that W.Waddell, who 
scored four of Western Australia's five goals on Saturday, was subdued by J.Khan. Waddell was allowed little latitude and he was not the force he was on Saturday. Two of India's goals were scored from perfect 
corners, the forwards having little difficulty in heading the ball past the goalkeeper.

India.- Goal-keeper: Dutta. Right full-back: Robello. Left full-back: Khan. Right half-back: Mukerjee. Centre half-back: Sen. Left half-back: Nandy. Outside-right: Muhammed. Inside-right: Bhattacharjee.

The local forwards soon settled down to the long passing game which was so successful on Saturday but the Indians had repaired their weaknesses and covered any likely moves. The Indians played in their usual 
clever, unobtrusive style but the local team drew first blood. Conduit headed the ball to Waddell and, he passed to Brearley, who dashed in to beat the goalkeeper. 

Western Australia had most of the play but the Indian backs stood up to the task well. The West Australians made direct attacks at goal but the Indians relied more upon a stealthy approach around the wings. 

A mis-kick by Robinson gave the Indian captain, Bhattacharjee, a chance and he made the most of it. 

Heartened by that success India attacked again and, from a corner kick by Muhammed, Joseph headed the second goal. 

A few minutes later Lumsden, who had been playing well, headed another goal from a corner kick to give India a 3-1 lead. 

Playing through its outside-right, India had most of the play in the closing minutes of the first half and Lumsden and Joseph each had shots only to see them go wide of the goalmouth. Henderson was relieving 
frequently for Western Australia but the Indians held sway in mid-field. At half-time India still led, 3-1. 

Western Australia attacked first in the second half and Dutta made a brilliant save, falling full length to save a hard shot. Conduit had three shots for goal but each missed. Play was held up for a time when Lumsden 
was hit on the side of the head by the ball. He was dazed for a few minutes. India's fleet outside-left, Prosad, was having plenty of play and one of his shots just missed the goalmouth. India's full-backs were proving 
too strong for the local forwards and successive attacks were repulsed. The Indians' ball control was at times amazing. They were able to stop the ball quickly and get into stride almost with the same movement. 

On some occasions the manner in which they tricked the West Australians was almost ludicrous. The local players tried hard but their forward play was negative. Dutta saved brilliantly and at the other end of the field 
Lumsden's shot at an open goal went wide.

In the early stages of the first half the Victorians surprised with their energy. They were able to keep the Palestine forwards at bay, although the visitors did have several chances to open the score. Neufeld twice shot 
over the bar from advantageous positions, and at the other end Forrest had a chance to open the scoring for Victoria, but at a critical moment was overwhelmed by Reznik and Beth-Halevz. 

There was a sensational turn in the game when two goals came in as many minutes. Werner converted a perfect centre from Mahlis, and this was immediately followed up by a goal from Mahlis, with a short, snappy 
shot. Power was kept busy, but eventually Alembik, getting over a perfect centre, Ginsburg made the score 3-0. At the end of half an hour Palestine was four goals in front, a rather clever kick by Ginsburg to Neufeld 
ending in the latter lifting the ball over Power's head and into the net. 

Victoria livened up for a few minutes and Forrest scored a grand goal, but just before the interval clever passing between Neufeld and Werner left the latter in such a good position that he had no difficulty in scoring 
the fifth goal for Palestine. 

The visitors had shown an almost perfect understanding of positional play, and when they have become accustomed to Australian conditions they will probably do even much better than in this game. 

HALF TIME PALESTINE, 5. VICTORIA, 1. 

The opening of the second half was distinctly in favor of Palestine, whose positional play and clever feeding of each other reminded of the English team's visit of 1925 and 1937. The inside forwards, Ginsburg, Neufeld 
and Werner, at times ran rings round the Victorian half and full backs and their shooting for goal was hard and well timed. Power, the home custodian, was in excellent form, his anticipation at times appearing almost 
uncanny. He had to admit defeat, however, when Werner gave Alembik a perfect pass for the latter to score a quick one from the wing. 

There were occasional invasions by the Victorian forwards on the Palestine goal. Forrest once missed by inches, and on other occasions Sidi made quick saves from Perrett and Taylor. 

Palestine forwards now had matters all their own way and appeared satisfied with their opening score in Australia. However, such an easy opening was made for Werner to make the total seven that he could not help 
scoring. The Victorians were being given a lesson in tactics as well as positional play. 

The Palestine team had done all that was asked of them in defeating Victoria by the substantial margin of seven goals to one. Power was the outstanding player in the home side. For the second game on Tuesday, 
the home side will have to be considerably strengthened in several positions on the field.

For the second game in Melbourne yesterday the Palestine soccer team, with only one change from the team which won on Saturday, administered a severe drubbing to a metropolitan team. The Victorians had two 
changes from those originally selected, Callander replacing Power in goal and Mackey coming in at full back in place of Calderwood (injured). 

Palestine won the toss. Strong attacks by Palestine were kept out by Mackey and Forrest, then Callender did well to save from Neufeld and Mahlis in quick succession. Occasional breakaways by Metropolis failed 

to trouble Beth-Halevi and Reznik, Fooks also being prominent for clever footwork. Good work by Semple and Perrett placed Palestine on the defensive, when Wilson got away on the left, but he shot wide instead of 
passing to Baxter, who was unmarked. Attacks by Palestine were often nullified by passing too much in front of goal, Mackey and Forrest giving them very little chance. A sharp attack by Metropolis saw Spetch put 
in a hot shot, which Sidi only just saved. After 31 minutes’ play Palestine took the lead, when Fooks pushed the ball through to Greenburg; he passed to Neufeld, who beat Callender. 

Palestine had to defend from the restart. Beth-Halevi stopped Spetch, then Sidi had to save a shot from Perrett. A Palestine attack saw Makhils put in a beautiful cross shot, which Callender just pushed away for a 
barren corner, but combination between Makhlis and Neufeld gave Alembik a chance, and he scored second goal with a lightning drive. 

Two minutes later Neufeld scored, followed quickly by Alembik, making the half-time score Palestine 4, Victoria nil. 

On the resumption Greenburg was an absentee, his place being taken by Shneiderowitz, and they at once attacked; Callender did well to save from Neufeld, but a pass from Fooks left Ginzburg clear, and a hot drive 
found the net. 

Metropolis strove hard to improve their position, but a resolute defence kept them out, and after 17 minutes' play a combined run by Palestine left Shneiderowitz in possession, and he easily beat Callender. 

After 26 minutes Metropolis had their first success, when Perrett, with a hard shot, beat Sidi all the way. 

A rush by Palestine saw Makhils hit the bar. With five minutes to go, Palestine obtained a lucky goal when Neufeld tapped the ball towards goal. Callender missed it, and it just ran over the line.

Makhlis put the ball over the bar from close in early in the game, a difficult feat, repeated a moment later by Neufeld. Then Sidi made a weak clearance after an unnecessary dive, and Wilkinson hurried the ball to 
Quill, who smashed it past the 'keeper. 
Werner caused McNabb to stretch himself at the other end, but from the clearance Parkes sent to Hughes, who sent the ball straight between the backs for Quill to dash through and score.

After Alembik hit the post, the half ended with New South Wales leading 3-1. 

Before the crowd settled in its place for the second half Quill made a fine opening for Hughes, who made the score 4-1. 

Then came the Palestine revival. Neufeld worked the ball cleverly and sent it to Alembik, who closed in and put the ball into the net. 

Not long after Ginsberg sent a high pass to Werner, who scored, and New South Wales led 4-3. 

The next goal came when Makhlis headed the ball into the goal, McNabb dived and saved it, but Mascord coming across to clear could not draw back his boot when he saw that to kick meant he would kick 


McNabb's head. He twisted his boot, off which the ball glanced into the net. 
But within five minutes Wilkinson sent to Quill, and banged the return pass to the opposite wing to Wynn, who scored. 
This play was repeated within two minutes, and the end came with New South Wales in front, 6-4.

The visitors from Palestine showed Soccer fans how to make the ball do the work in the game against the combined North team at the Cessnock Sports Ground on Tuesday. 

The visitors won by three goals to one. 

The manager of the team paid a compliment to the spectators and the players of the North. 

"Your men play a very fine sporting game, and the spec- tators are a very fine lot of unbiased sportsmen," he said. "Our men are now getting over their long spell of travelling, and should do much better against the 
Australian team in the test on Saturday than we did against the State on Saturday last. Our men are now more active in front of goal and are beginning to show their proper form." 

The first half of the game was very evenly contested, and at the interval each side had scored a goal. 

The first goal came from Pringle for the North. He sent over a fairly slow dropping shot, which appeared as though it would go over the bar. Sidi, the Palestine 'keeper, also appeared to think so. He was completely 
deceived by the flight of the ball and allowed an easy goal for the North. 
Resnik, the Palestine captain, is an expert with his head. He met hard drives with complete disregard to a possibility of concussion, and nodded the ball to his half backs. It was also noticeable that most of the 
visitor's had learned the art of nodding the ball down to their feet. 
They did not do nearly as much running about as the Northerners. Each player seemed to know where he had a player waiting to collect the ball. The whole of the visiting forwards are able to send the ball goalwards 
at a terrific pace, and Morgan did very well to stop some of the shots fired at him. 
Menaham, the centre half back, played a splendid game. He made many openings for his forwards to advance, and dropped back to assist the backs to break up the attacks of the North. 

It was stated that Sidi was suffering from stage fright in the game against N.S.W., but he has apparently overcome that disability. He saved many very fine shots, and even when his backs were beaten he showed 
no concern and worried the opposing forwards when they attempted to shoot. On one occasion there were two Northern forwards inside the penalty area with only the goalkeeper to beat, yet they failed. 
Beth-Halevy and Resnik were a fine pair of backs. 
Schnarderovitch, who is not the usual centre forward, has a kick like dynamite in each foot, and the left wing, Ginsberg and Maklis, are a pair of exceptionally tricky wingers. 

The first goal by the visitors was a gem. The ball was kicked up field to Makhlis by Beth-Halevy. The inside-left drew the defence and quickly transferred the ball to the centre forward, and the ball was in the net like 
a flash. 
Just before half time, Ginsburg, sent in a terrific shot which Morgan cleverly tipped over the bar for a resultless corner. 
During this half it was noticeable that the Northerners were not playing football of a cohesive character. Their methods were too individualistic. Mascord was not playing up to his usual standard in defence and failed 
to cover Jurd. 
Thompson and Burnett, on the right wing, did not work together as all expected they would, and the half-back line was at times lacking in accurate distribution. 

In the second half the visitors gave a very fine display of positional play. The players were seldom out of place. On many occasions the forwards and halves gave a very fine exhibition of the short passing game, and 
did it with great accuracy. 
Scharderovitch was responsible for the second goal, which was a delightful effort. The final shot rose at a terrific pace and gave Morgan no chance. 
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The third was a magnificent effort. Menaham sent the ball to Lieberman, who transferred it to the left wing. With quick, short passing movements, four of the forwards played the ball. Eventually Makhlis drove the ball 
in at terrific speed. 

By this time Pringle, on the right wing, was almost a passenger, and the Northerners were playing individual football. They broke through many times, but found, Sidi very safe. 

The concluding stages of the game were played in semi darkness. At this time of the year 3.45 is too late to start a game that does not conclude until about 5.20 p.m. 

Owing to the early rain, and the raw cold weather, the gate was not as large as anticipated. 

We certainly should like to see the men from Palestine visit Cessnock again before they return home.

Giving a brilliant exhibition of ball control and keen positional play, the Palestine Soccer team decisively defeated a strong Queensland team by 5 goals to 1 under floodlight at the Exhibition Ground last night. 
Not since the Chinese team of 1923 has such an artistic display of the code been given in Brisbane. 

Moulding their play on typical Scottish lines, the Palestine team outwitted Queensland with their cohesion in defence and attack. If anything they erred in the tendency to finesse in front of goal, and with a more 
determined spirit in attack they must have secured a greater winning margin. 

No greater outside left has been provided by recent international teams than S.Ginzburg, while the high standard set by the Jewish forward line provided a spectacle in which each of the five units combined to 
maintain an attack which repeatedly shattered the hard working and untiring Queensland defence. Queensland was frequently forced to adopt a spoiling defence in order to nullify the well-thought-out moves and 
goal-scoring opportunities by the Jewish halves, Fooks, Lieberman, and Menahem. 
While the attack was fairly even in the first half, the Jewish players in almost effortless style secured a second half dominancy, which was reflected by an addition of two goals to their first half advantage of three 
goals to one. 
On several occasions the visiting international forwards, in seeking an improved scoring position, lost great chances to Neufield, Werner, and Mahklis, and gave the Queensland backs, Crewdson and McDougall, 
excellent opportunities to intercept and provide Roderick and Gibb with sufficient time to fall back and bolster the home team defence. 

Mahklis, inside left, was responsible for three of the five goals, and each of his shots gave Nevill, the Queensland keeper, no chance of clearing his goal. The pace of Alembik, outside right, repeatedly enabled him to 
beat the defence of Gibb and McDougall, and was instrumental in placing him in position from which resulted the second and third goals secured by Mahklis. A hard shot from Alimbek struck the upright, and Mahklis, 
with keen anticipation, went in and scored from the rebound. A perfect cross from Alembik paved the way for the same player to trap beautifully and hit the rigging with a hard shot from close range. Mahklis capped 
his brilliant markmanship with a solo run straight through the centre of the defence to complete his trio of goals with a 25 yards' drive. 

The nicely blended ball distribution of Fooks, centre half, prevented any orthodox attack being developed. 

Donaldson, who in the recent inter-State series along with Gibb, provided the backbone of the Maroon success, was hardly in the picture, and if anything, Roderick erred in swinging the play too consistently to his 
right flank, which failed to measure up to the expected standard. Lawrie was only partially successful, while Ridler, playing his first game for Queensland, was hesitant and uncertain. 

The 19-year-old Hudson at inside right was a distinct success for Queensland. 

Sidi, the Jewish goalie, is not yet of first-class standard, and most of his clearances were from direct shots without sting. 
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Ginzburg displayed masterly footwork in slipping through the outer Maroon defence and confounded Crewdson repeatedly, despite the improved Queensland play in the later stages of the game. Ginzburg's goal, the 
first of the game, scored after seven minutes' play, was a beautiful angular drive, Nevill failing to make a reasonable effort to clear. 

In equalising for Queensland in the 12th minute Kitching goaled with a rising shot, which struck the cross bar before entering the net. 

Roderick, Queensland centre-half, provided a tireless display of strictly orthodox methods, but was without powers of recovery when defeated by a Jewish attack. 

Kitching, like McDougall, was never subdued, and had Queensland proved equal to the task of wresting control of the play in the second half the possibilities were that Kitching would have further troubled the Jewish 
defence over the concluding stages.

Queensland's defence had no counter for the brilliant left wing tactics of the visiting Palestine Soccer team in a fast game on the North Ipswich Reserve yesterday afternoon, and four brilliant goals were scored by the 
outside left, Makhlis, after positional mid-field play which left the State halves and backs standing. Queensland looked the more aggressive side in the first half, but when the Jews turned on the pressure after the 
resumption, the home defence wilted, especially before the clever, speedy attacks of Shulamzon and Makhlis on the left wing. 

One of the best mid-week crowds for many years lined the stands and seats and saw a splendid display of footwork and positional play on the part of the Palestinians. 

The score was 1-all at half-time and many times the Queensland forwards looked like gaining the lead only to break down in front of the goal and before the sure defence of Reznick and Beth-Halevy, the visiting 
full-backs. All reports to the effect that the visitors were not sharpshooters, and could not finish off attacking moves were set at nought by the terrific shots of Makhlis and Shulamzon. Though they dallied in the first 
half with short passes in front of the net, the Palestine left wing never hesitated in the second session. Makhlis got four beautiful goals and Shulamzon two. 

Practically all Palestine's eight goals were engineered from the left flank, frequently the opening pass coming from the clever little inside right. Halevy. Neville, Queensland's goalie, was completely shaded by the 
performance given by Mizrali in the opposite net. Especially in the last stages of the game when Queensland had the territorial advantage, Mizrali could not be faulted. On one occasion he stopped a hot drive from 
Jackson, who was only about 5yds. from the upright. 

Features of the Palestine play were the tricky back passes of the halves and inside forwards, more particularly in the second half, when Menhain replaced Viner on the left flank. Fooks, centre-half for the visitors, 
Lieberman, right-half; and Halevy, inside-right were outstanding players, with the skipper, Reznik, at left full-back, and his colleague, Beth-Halevy, always safe. The full-backs were exponents of the crouching kick, 
not favoured in this country, but it proved effective, in particular with glancing short passes off the outside of the boot. 

Attractive play by the Queensland halves in the first half was offset in the second by their failure to mark the visitors' front line. When the Palestine van moved in this session they were on top of the goal before the 
defence fell back, and the score would have been greater had they driven at the goal instead of trying to move the unmarked men into position. 
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R.Lawrle was Queensland's best player, but even he was tempted to concentrate more on attack than defence, giving the opposition left wing room to move and the opportunities that won the game. Petie and 
Crewsdon, full-backs, were impressive in the first half, but they faded away in the second in front of the short passing and had not the speed to match the pace of Shulamzon and Makhlis. 

Dan. Roderick was strong in attack. but he failed to cope with the tricky placements of Schnaiderovitch and Halevy when they moved upfield. His ball control and distribution often gave the red forwards chances, but 
they had not the understanding of the opposition. Queensland's right wing was never operative, partly due to the covering of the Palestine halves, Lieberman and Fooks, but also due to the slowness in seizing 
opportunities. Donaldson was the best of the forwards, seconded by Nason, but the others were never impressive. 

The teams were - 
Queensland: Goal, R.Neville; backs, A.Crewsdon, E.Petie; halves, R.Lawrie, D.Roderick, B.Gold; forwards, W.Nelson, R.Hudson, A.Jackson, W.Nason, J.Donaldson. 

Palestine: Goal, B.Mazrali; backs, A.Resnik (captain), A.Beth-Halevy; halves, J.Lieberman, Z.Fooks, A.Menahin; forwards, G.Makhlis, M.Greenberg, F.Neufeld, A. Schnaiderovitch, S.Shulamzon. 

In the first half J.Viner was the Palestine right half, and he was replaced by Menahin. Palestine's left wing formation was changed on the resumption, Schnaiderovitch and Shulamzon changing places. 

The referee was Mr. R.Grimes, and the linesmen Messrs. D.Hamilton and H.Shelton. 

Palestine had the first attacking move, and Shulamzon crossed a beautiful centre, which Neufeld drove over the bar. Short passing between Schnaiderovitch and Shulamzon again brought danger to the Queensland 
goal, but Neville anticipated cleverly to pick up and clear with a long kick. Lawrie sent out to the right wing and Nelson beat Beth-Halevy to centre nicely. Resnik took the pass of Jackson's foot just as the attack 
looked dangerous. 
Nason was responsible for Queensland's next effort, and it nearly brought results. He drove a wide pass to the right wing, and Nelson had a splendid chance. His shot was fumbled by Mizrali, but the goalie recovered 
and cleared. 
Play veered to the left wing, and Donaldson trapped a pass from Gold to centre with his left foot. Hudson was unmarked, and in position, and he just tapped it in for the first score after 15min. play. 

Donaldson nearly gave Queensland another goal, but his centre found Jackson offside. Again the Queensland winger came in with the ball as Beth-Halevy misjudged a pass. Donaldson outpaced Resnik and shot on 
the run. Mizrali saved cleanly, but his clearance was driven back by Gold and Nason shot. Mizrali was again in the limelight with a nicely judged save. 

Palestine's short passes were being anticipated by the Queensland halves and inside forwards, and the home side was getting the attacking advantage without getting on top of the visitors' defence. 

Then beautiful play by Shulamzon outwitted the State defence. He worked out to the wing, back passed to Makhlis, and the inside man drove to the goal, the ball glancing clear of the net off Petie's foot. 

Nason, Jackson. and Nelson figured in a Queensland move that went close to bringing results, Jackson heading the ball just clear of the bar. 

Palestine scored after some amazing short passing by the left wing. Shulamzon worked into the corner, back passed to Schnalderovitch, who guided the ball to the centre-forward, Neufeld, who had only five yards 

to cover. 
Roderick and Gold concentrated on playing Queensland's left wing to get the advantage, and Donaldson was playing well up to form. His centres were perfect, and one from a corner dropped in the middle of the goal 
mouth. Lack of initiative on the part of the inside men lost several goals. 

The half-time scores were 1-all. 
Queensland was nearly in front from the kick-off. Donaldson and Nason sliced through to place Jackson in position to shoot, but Resnik came from the clouds to clear. Mid-field play followed, with the Queenslanders 
in trouble against the short-passing. Then Palestine started a series of scoring moves that penetrated the Queensland defence and gave them the lead. In 20min. the visitors had taken the score from 1 - all to 6-1 
and looked like adding more goals. 
Shulamzon put his side in front after Schnaiderovitch and Neufeld had made the ground. The winger came in on the run and his drive dribbled into the net off Petie's foot. Scores: Palestine 2, Queensland 1. 
Shulamzon was responsible for the third goal after a pretty piece of short, accurate passing with Schnaiderovitch. Makhlis finished the move from close in with a powerful drive that left Neville standing. 

Next followed the best goal of the match as Shulamzon collected a pass from Fooks and, taking it on the run, kicked with his left foot to cross the goal mouth and find the rigging in the far corner. 

Scores: Palestine 4, Queensland 1. 

The quick through passes of the visitors began to tell dangerously at this stage and Queensland had no cure for them. Halevy finished off another move started by Shulamzon and Palestine were four goals up. 
When Makhlis and Shulamzon changed positions more surprises came for Queensland. The new winger was yards too fast for the defence and beautifully-placed passes by his centre-forward, Neufeld, and the 
centre-half, Fooks, gave him the chance to run away from the opposition and have almost open shots at goal. He got four of them in the last 10min. and two of them were perfect drives from 20yds. out, giving Neville 
no chance.

Completely outplayed, Queensland were beaten by the Palestine Soccer team at the Athletic Oval today by 13 goals to 3. 

From the kick-off there was never any doubt of the superiority of the Palestine men. They played as a team, and their excellent, orthodox work was polished and disciplined. Their good team work and perfect 
understanding were the prime factors which brought about Queensland's downfall. 
The Palestine forwards were well served by their halves, and did not hesitate to shoot when within, range. Queensland, on the other hand, were a team of individuals. Their halves were a beaten line almost from the 
start. 
In defence and attack the Queenslanders failed to co-operate. As a consequence the forwards were overworked and forced to do their own "fetching and carrying." 

Queensland's backs were at the mercy of the Palestine forwards, and frequently Neufeld, the Palestine centre, was left with a free field. He took full advantage of the lack of cover given to Queensland's goal and 
netted seven goals. 
Nevill, in goal, could not be blamed for the big score. He did everything possible, and occasionally made some excellent saves. 
At only one period did Queensland approach anything like the form of their opponents. That was when, after Neufeld had scored an easy goal, Queensland drew level, when the ball struck a Palestine defender and 
beat the goalkeeper, Mizrahi. The home side then rushed play and crowded the Palestine goal. 
The best Queensland players at this period were the left-half. Gold, and Hoskin and Hudson in the forwards. Gold throughout, played a good individual game, but did not co-operate well. Hoskin was vigorous in attack, 
and took every possible opportunity of shooting. 

Mizrahi, the Palestine goalie, was very safe, and was admirably assisted by his covering backs. 
The best of the Palestine forwards, who were all good, were Werner and Neufeld, both of whom were rarely marked. Their excellent co-operation, and quick passing in scoring rushes were the features of the game. 
The two wings, Shulamzon and Ginsburg, also played attractively. 
Scorers were: For Palestine, Neufeld (7). Mahklis (2), Werner (3). and Shulamzon. For Queensland, Hoskin and Hughes. The other Queensland goal resulted from a Palestine player sending the ball into his own goal.

The visit of the Palestine team, eagerly awaited by district soccer fans, took place on Tuesday, at Ball's Paddock. Arrangements for the visit were capably carried out by district officials. The game with the Illawarra 
team proved very interesting, and was fought in a sportsmanlike manner throughout. 

The attendance was very fair when the Palestine team took the field at 3.45, the number of children present being particularly noticeable. The visitors won the toss and elected to kick with the wind. 

Any local players who watched the match must have profited by the visitors' display. The distribution of the latter was very pretty to watch, while their understanding was perfect. When a Palestine player kicked the 
ball, in nearly every case it went straight to a fellow player. There were several classy moves when the ball travelled along the ground from the backs to the halves and onto the forwards, being carried up field ina 
matter of seconds. Sidi, the visitors' goalie, was very safe; several times he appeared almost to take the ball from the toes of an Illawarra player. 

The home team fought vigorously throughout the match, and with a little more luck might have made the game a drawn one. Each player gave of his best, but Naughton, of Lysaghts, played an outstanding game. 
Richardson, in goal, did not give his customary display in the early stages’ of the game, but he was more himself during the second half. 

From the kick off the Palestinians attacked and two shots at goal went over the bar. The home team broke through, but the visitors' backs broke up the attack. Illawarra were penalised twice in quick succession. 

The game returned in front of the visitors' goal, where Love sent in a hard drive which was cleverly saved by Sidi. 

Up and down play followed and then the Palestine team pressed hard, in front of the home team's goal. Richardson was well out of position when Ginsberg sent in a hard drive, but the ball missed the goal mouth. 
After about twenty minutes' play the first goal was scored when Newfeld sent in a beautiful drive. Richardson fell flat on his face to stop it, but he had no chance. Illawarra took up the attack, the ball being carried well 
up to the visitors' goal mouth. Love drove hard, but the ball went to the wrong side of the upright. Naughton took a corner kick and placed the ball nicely; Love tried to head into the goal, but the ball went over the bar. 
Then Cunningham tried to send the ball high into the net, but it hit the crossbar and bounced into play. 

Shand and Cunningham worked the ball nicely up field, crossed to Naughton, who banged the ball into the back of the net with Sidi well out of position. Shortly afterwards Makhlis put the visitors in front again when 
his shot found the net during a mix-up in front of the Illawarra goal. The Palestine team pressed again, and the Illawarra goal was in danger again, but Ward cleared nicely, conceding a corner which was fruitless. 
Shortly after the commencement of the second half heavy rain set in. The ground soon became greasy, and the ball heavy. During the concluding stages, the game proceeded in semi-darkness. 

The first part of the second half was very even. Both sides had shots at goal without success. At one stage the Palestine forwards gave a beautiful display of combination, carrying the ball to the Illawarra goal, but the 
kick went wide. The visitors eventually went further ahead when Werner sent in a tricky shot which Richardson failed to gather. Illawarra applied the pressure, and Naughton sent in a hot shot, but Sidi was safe. 

The visitors attacked and looked dangerous, but Illawarra eventually cleared after conceding several corners. The latter carried the ball downfield and Naughton scored his second goal of the match. The visitors had 
the better of the exchanges over the concluding stages, but were unable to score. The final score was 3-2 in favour of the visitors.

A feature was the very clever defensive play of A. Mackey, an international full back, for Victoria. He stopped opponents with remarkable consistency, and his passes invariably reached a team mate. 

Of the 15 matches played Palestine has won eight and lost five, and two have been drawn. The team will leave by the Strathallan today for Adelaide, where two contests will be played before the team goes on to 
Western Australia. 
Palestine was first to open the score, a pass by Werner being cleverly steered past Bates by Makhils, and for fully 25 minutes Victoria was hemmed into its own half of the field. 

The visiting forwards missed several scoring chances through overdoing its passing in front of goal. In the last quarter of an hour before the interval Victoria improved greatly, and attempts to score by McClusky, 
Baxter, and Forrest were cleverly nullified by Sidi and the full-back Reznik.

South Australia met the Palestine soccer team on Saturday on the Hindmarsh Oval and was beaten by four goals to two. The score admirably represented the difference between the two teams. In the first half South 
Australia held its own, and was unfortunate not to have scored three goals. In the second half condition and stamina told, and Palestine simply wore down South Australia, whose front rank became a disorganised 
group, with Roberts neglected by his inside partner. Smith later shifted White to partner him, and at once there was an improvement in the attack. 

The game opened tamely, with South Australia having the advantage of wind and sun. It should have adopted long-shooting tactics from the wings, with the wind assisting, but the forwards dallied with short passes, 
which enabled Beth-Halevy and Resnick to nip in before the shot at goal could be taken. 

Viner, at centre-half for Palestine, played a sterling game, and was a constant thorn in the side of White. Good work between Roberts and Topperwein deserved a score, but the backs were not to be beaten. Alembik 
centred brilliantly, and just as Nieufield was about to shoot Rab Smith chipped in and took the ball from his toe. Blight and Bellinger made headway, but Fooks intervened and play was transferred to the other end. 
Smart, snappy, short passing tactics were correctly adopted by Palestine. Greenberg crossed to Makhlis, who was ruled off-side. Shulamson tested Curliss, who saved right in the corner of the goal. Alembik centred 
beautifully to Nieufield, who struck the inside of the cross bar and the ball found the net. 

Spurred on by this reverse, South Australia attacked, and Roberts, White, and Topperwein gave Mazrahi an anxious time. White forced a corner, and for a time South Australia monopolised the play, but the defence 
was sound. Smith, securing from a goal kick, sent on to Topperwein, who beat Mizrahi with a fine shot. Blight, White, and Bellinger were conspicuous in a concerted run, and forced Mizrahi to concede a corner, from 
which Topperwein shot over the bar. At the other end Nieufield and Greenberg combined well and the latter found the net. 

On changing ends, Palestine, with the wind and sun in favor, made an early attack. Concerted play between the Palestine half-backs and forwards ended in Makhils beating Curliss after he had repelled many shots. 
It was evident that the South Australian players were feeling the effects of the fast game. The forwards began to flag, and the half-backs had to fall back to help the backs. A vigorous attack on the South Australian 
goal ended in Greenberg, at five yards distance, beating Curliss with a shot which gave him no chance. Palestine kept up a bombardment on the South Australian goal, but Curliss kept them all out. From a 
breakaway by South Australia. Fraser placed White in possession, and the Kingswood man evaded Beth-Halevy and beat Mizrahi with a fine shot. No further score was recorded. 

The combination of the Palestine eleven was greatly superior to that of South Australia. The forwards and half-backs had a perfect understanding. They kept the ball low and invariably it went to the man for whom it 
was intended. The pretty short passing of the front rank was a feature of the match. Mizrahi, in goal, did all that was required of him, but pride of place in this position must go to Curliss, the South Australian 
goalkeeper, who was the star of the match. The South Australian forwards played a ragged game. White, Topperwein, and Roberts worked hard throughout. Roberts was badly neglected by the inside man until White 
was transferred. Many times Bellinger could have fed Roberts, but preferred to send to the other wing, although Roberts was often better placed. Little fault could be found with the three half-backs. Smith and Evans 
played a sound game, but Fraser dallied too long with the ball. Gray was the best of the backs.

The second soccer match between South Australia and Palestine at the Adelaide Oval yesterday was won by the visitors by eight goals to nil, thus showing the lamentable position of South Australia in the soccer 
world. The six alterations in the team which played on Saturday did not improve, but rather tended to weaken the team. The visitors were superior individually and as a team at every point of the game. They passed a 
ball to within inches of the man for whom it was intended, compared with yards by the local players. The result was that the visitors had less running to do, and this enabled them to finish comparatively fresh. 

His Excellency the Governor (Sir Malcolm Barclay-Harvey) was introduced to the players during the interval.

In the return match between Palestine and Western Australia held at Subiaco Oval yesterday afternoon, the State team was completely outclassed in every department of the game, with the exception of the 
goalkeeper, Young, who gave an impressive exhibition. At half-time Western Australia had failed to score, while the visitors had registered two goals. In the second half Western Australia showed improved form and 
for about 20 minutes controlled the game, but the Palestine team regained the ascendancy, the final score being 7-3 in Palestine's favour. Young was the outstanding player for the State, while Conduit, Lynch, and 
Henderson performed capably. There were two last-minute changes in the State side, Young replacing Dean in goals and Smethurst substituting for Walmsley at centre-half.

From the commencement it was apparent that Palestine was not going to permit Western Australia to adopt the same tactics as on Saturday when it registered two goals within the first 20 minutes of play and kept 
the ball well up in Western Australia's half. Twice Young saved what appeared certain goals - short-range shots from Alembik and Shnaiderovich by throwing himself full-length to clear and, although Henderson and 
Thompson robbed the forwards of the ball on many occasions, Palestine continued to attack and in the first 30 minutes' play Young was called upon continuously. Palestine had the advantage of a strong wind which 
was blowing down the centre of the field and gave a brilliant exhibition of short, fast passing, running through the field with well-timed placements. Palestine's first goal came from a pretty movement after 30 minutes' 
play when Fooks passed to Werner, who ran around Smethurst and placed for the centre forward, Greenburg, to score. 
Further clever movements followed before Western Australia went into attack and Martin, right-half, passed to Hertz on the right wing. Hertz ran down the wing and crossed to Conduit whose attempt at heading was 
deflected by Sidi, the Palestine goalkeeper. On the whistle, Greenburg received a pass when off-side but was allowed to take the ball through. Young ran out to meet him and only just missed saving the shot which 
found the net.

A few minutes later Hertz, who had received very little of the play, trapped the ball and crossed in front of the goal to Bernie, who sent back to Conduit who placed the ball in the net.
